Cathedral’s 
structure is 
saved, Macron 
vows to rebuild

PARIS — A massive fire en¬ 
gulfed the upper reaches of 
Paris’ soaring Notre Dame 
Cathedral as it was undergoing 
renovations Monday, threaten¬ 
ing one of the greatest architec¬ 
tural treasures of the Western 
world as tourists and Parisians 
looked on aghast from the 
streets below. 

The blaze collapsed the 
cathedral’s spire and spread to 
one of its landmark rectangular 
towers, but Paris fire chief 
Jean-Claude Gallet said the 
church’s structure had been 
saved after firefighters man¬ 
aged to stop the fire spreading 
to the northern belfry. The 
12th-century cathedral is home 
to incalculable works of art and 
is one of the world’s most fa¬ 
mous tourist attractions, im¬ 
mortalized by Victor Hugo’s 
1831 novel “The Hunchback of 
Notre Dame.” 

The exact cause of the blaze 
was not known, but French 
media quoted the Paris fire 
brigade as saying the fire is “po¬ 
tentially linked” to a 6 million- 
euro ($6.8 million) renovation 
project on the church’s spire 
and its 250 tons of lead. The 
Paris prosecutors’ office ruled 
out arson and possible terror-re¬ 
lated motives, and said it was 
treating it as an accident. 

A hole left by the fallen spire 
was still burning and sparks 
rained down from the cathe¬ 
dral’s vaulted ceilings more than 
five hours after the fire broke 
out. Gallet said fire crews would 
keep working overnight to cool 
down the structure. 

As the spire fell, the sky lit up 
orange and flames shot out of 
the roof behind the nave of the 
cathedral, among the most vis¬ 
ited landmarks in the world. Hun¬ 
dreds of people lined up on 
bridges around the island that 
houses the church, watching in

shock as acrid smoke rose in 
plumes. Speaking alongside ju¬ 
nior Interior minister Laurent 
Nunez late Monday, Gallet noted 
that “two thirds of the roofing 
has been ravaged.” 

Late Monday, signs pointed to 
the fire nearing an end as lights 
could be seen through the win¬ 
dows moving around the front of 
the cathedral, apparently investi¬ 
gators inspecting the scene. The 
city’s mayor, Anne Hidalgo, said 
most of the significant collection 
of art work and holy objects in¬ 
side the church had been recov¬ 
ered. Only one of the about 400 
firefighters who battled the 
blaze was injured, officials said. 

The fire came less than a week 
before Easter amid Holy Week 
commemorations. As the cathe¬ 
dral burned, Parisians gathered 
to pray and sing hymns outside 
the church of Saint Julien Les 
Pauvres across the river from 
Notre Dame while the flames lit 


the sky behind them. Paris Arch¬ 
bishop Michel Aupetit invited 
priests across France to ring 
church bells in a call for prayers. 

French President Emmanuel 


Macron was treating the fire as a 
national emergency, rushing to 
the scene and straight into meet¬ 
ings at the Paris police headquar¬ 
ters nearby. He pledged to re¬ 


build the church and said he 
would seek international help to 
do so. 

“The worst has been avoided 
although the battle is not yet to-

‘Our Lady of Paris’ 

A massive fire engulfed parts of the Notre Dame Cathedral 
on Monday, toppling its spire as Parisians watched in shock 
in the streets below. Here are some facts and figures about 
the treasured building. 

NAME: Notre Dame de Paris, which means Our Lady of Paris. 

CONSTRUCTION: The building stands on the lie de la Cite, a 
small island in Paris’ Seine River. Construction was begun in 
1163, and its two massive towers were finished around 1245, but 
the building was not completed until the beginning of the 14th 
century. Its central spire was added in the 19th century. 

MEASUREMENTS AND DESIGN: The interior of the 
cathedral is 427 feet by 157 feet. The main structure is 211 feet 
high. The three famed rose windows date to the 13th century. 

FRENCH REVOLUTION: In the wake of the French Revolution, 
the cathedral was declared a “Temple of Reason” as part of an 
anticlerical movement. All of the original bells were destroyed, 
except for one, called Emmanuel and weighing 13 tons. 

RESTORATION: In 2013, the cathedral celebrated its 850 
years with a refurbished organ. Each of the nearly 8,000 
pipes, some of which date to the 18th century, was 
individually cleaned and returned to its place. Meanwhile, 
nine new, gargantuan bells replaced the 19th century ones. 

VISITORS: An average of 30,000 people a day visit the 
cathedral. 


tally won,” the president said, 
adding that he would launch a na¬ 
tional funding campaign on Tues¬ 
day and call on the world’s 
“greatest talents” to help rebuild 
the monument. 

Built in the 12th and 13th cen¬ 
turies, Notre Dame is the most fa¬ 
mous of the Gothic cathedrals of 
the Middle Ages as well as one 
of the most beloved structures in 
the world. Situated on the tie de 
la Cite, an island in the Seine 
river, its architecture is famous 
for, among other things, its many 
gargoyles and its iconic flying 
buttresses. 

Long Island Catholic leaders 
spoke of pain and kinship as they 
prayed for the iconic cathedral, 
the emergency responders and 
the archbishop of Paris during 
Holy Week, which is a story of 
Jesus’ death, followed by his res¬ 
urrection on Easter Sunday. 

“We join in sorrow and prayer 
Archbishop Michel Aupetit and 
our Catholic brothers and sisters 
in Paris as we watch fire con¬ 
sume the great Notre-Dame 
Cathedral,” Bishop John Oliver 
Barres, head of the Diocese of 
Rockville Centre, said in a state¬ 
ment. “While the Cathedral of 


Notre Dame is one of the great 
and most beautiful Cathedrals of 
the world steeped in history, our 
Catholic faith has and will con¬ 
tinue to endure even the destruc¬ 
tion of the physical structures 
where the faithful come to wor¬ 
ship.” 

Cardinal Timothy Dolan, the 
archbishop of New York, said he 
was praying “to ask the interces¬ 
sion of Notre Dame, our Lady, 
for the Cathedral at the heart of 
Paris, and of civilization, now in 
flames! God preserve this splen¬ 
did house of prayer, and protect 
those battling the blaze.” 

Reactions from around the 
world came swiftly including 
from the Vatican, which re¬ 
leased a statement expressing 
shock and sadness for the “terri¬ 
ble fire that has devastated the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, sym¬ 
bol of Christianity in France 
and in the world.” 

In Washington, President 
Donald Trump tweeted: “So 
horrible to watch the massive 
fire at Notre Dame Cathedral 
in Paris” and suggested first re¬ 
sponders use “flying water 
tankers” to put it out.

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A spiritual and cultural 
wound to Paris’ heart

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PARIS — A symbol of Paris, a 
triumph of Gothic architecture 
and one of the world’s most vis¬ 
ited monuments, the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame is beloved by mil¬ 
lions across the globe. But for 
many in this largely Catholic 
country, especially for the most 
faithful, the medieval master¬ 
piece is a sacred space that 
serves as the spiritual as well as 
the cultural heart of France. 

So as it burned on Monday — 
during Holy Week, which pre¬ 
cedes Easter — Parisians gath¬ 
ered on the other side of the 
Seine, embers blowing, praying 
and crying as they sought fellow¬ 
ship in their shared disbelief. As 
night fell, people clutched flick¬ 
ering candles, still praying as 
ochre-colored plumes of smoke 
billowed in a dimming sky. The 
sound of hymns filled the air. 

Far more to the French than 
just a tourist attraction, Notre 
Dame is very much a working 
church. Among the roughly 
30,000 people who daily walk 
through the massive arched en¬ 
tryway are devout Catholics 
who worship under its won¬ 
drous stained-glass windows, at¬ 
tending one of its many Masses. 

The building belongs to the 
French State, but the Catholic 
Church holds rights to its use 
and the archdiocese is responsi¬ 
ble for its administration. The 
nearly 800-year-old Notre Dame 
is the liturgical center of the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Paris in a country long identi¬ 
fied with Catholicism. 

“It’s something one thought 
would last forever,” said the Rev. 
James Martin, a Jesuit priest 
who said he’s visited the cathe¬ 
dral many times. “This affects all 
Catholics in France, but all peo¬ 
ple in France. It affects Catholics 
around the world, but all people 
in the world.” 

And yet, even amid such a 
loss, it’s important that people re¬ 
member Notre Dame is still just 
a building made of stone, said 
Olivier Ribadeau Dumas, 
spokesman for the Bishop’s Con¬ 
ference of France, on the French 
television network TF1. As Holy 
Week begins, Catholics are 
urged to be the “living stones of 
the Church” as they celebrate 


the mystery of the death and res¬ 
urrection of Christ, “source of 
our hope,” the conference said 
in a statement. 

Built between 1160 and 1260, 
Notre Dame survived riots in 
the 16th century, the upheavals 
of the French Revolution in the 
18th, damage from bombing in 
World War I and from bullets in 
World War II. 


When it was built, it was one 
of the tallest in the western 
world and is considered classic 
Gothic architecture, said Tom 
Lucas, a Jesuit professor of art 
history at Seattle University. 

“It was a remarkable piece of 
work ... a symbol of beauty 
and serenity as a spiritual center 
for the French people and an em¬ 
blem of the city,” Lucas said. 


Never, though, had it suffered 
damage as severe as that in¬ 
flicted in Monday’s fire. 

“The stained glass windows 
are some of the most exquisite 
pieces. About 700 years of his¬ 
tory were just lost in one day,” 
said Krupali Krusche, an expert 
on historical building preserva¬ 
tion at the University of Notre 
Dame in Indiana.

BlueCross drops LI 
cancer care provider

Empire BlueCross BlueShield 
has told about 1,300 cancer and 
blood-disorder patients that 
their care provider, New York 
Cancer & Blood Specialists, will 
no longer be in their insurance 
network effective June 1. 

The insurer said the decision 
impacts patients in its Medicare 
Advantage HMO and Dual Spe¬ 
cial Needs Plan networks — a 
plan for patients who qualify for 
Medicare and Medicaid. 

Port Jefferson Station-based 
New York Cancer & Blood Spe¬ 
cialists’ status with the Medicare 
Advantage PPO network and 
any other Empire network did 
not change, the insurer said. 

Empire BlueCross BlueShield 
said the decision was made as “a 
result of our regular network re¬ 
view.” 

In a statement, the insurer 
said patients could continue to 
use New York Cancer & Blood 
Specialists until June 1. “Our cus¬ 
tomer service department will 
assist members who wish to con¬ 
tinue their care for that limited 


time or help them find an alter¬ 
nate health care provider,” Em¬ 
pire said. Members can find a 
list of in-network providers at 
empireblue.com. 

New York Cancer & Blood 
Specialists handles about 
350,000 patient visits annually at 
its 42 locations, including 15 on 
Long Island. 

Dr. Jeff Vacirca, CEO at New 
York Cancer & Blood Special¬ 
ists, said the provider was 
caught off guard by the decision. 

“Insurers typically have a con¬ 
versation with a provider before 
narrowing a network,” Vacirca 
said. “If we are a higher cost be¬ 
cause we are cutting-edge or are 
early adopters, let’s talk about it. 
Call me.” 

Insurers and providers have 
increasingly taken tougher nego¬ 
tiating stands as profit margins 
thin in both sectors, experts 
have said. 

Vacirca said many of the pa¬ 
tients affected live on the East 
End. 

“For some of them, they’ll 
have to drive an hour for care,” 
he said. 

Jeanette LaMothe of Green- 


port said she has been getting 
post-cancer care at New York 
Cancer & Blood Specialists’ of¬ 
fice in Riverhead. 

“I’m going to have to drive a 
lot further,” she said. “It’s a small 
disaster. I have other medical is¬ 
sues as well, so this matters for 
my continuity of care.” 

Breast cancer patient Susan 
Ryan of Stony Brook said she 
had a recurrence about a year 
ago and is undergoing care at 
New York Cancer & Blood Spe¬ 
cialists. 

“I’m shocked, and I haven’t 
been able to get an answer about 
why this is happening,” she said. 
“I can say that if it weren’t for 
[New York Cancer], I don’t 
know that I’d be here.” 

Empire said it properly fol¬ 
lowed guidelines before making 
its decision to drop the provider. 

“This update to our network 
meets all standards set by the 
Centers of Medicare & Medic¬ 
aid Services regarding the avail¬ 
ability of providers for our mem¬ 
bers,” it said. “Empire con¬ 
sumers continue to have a broad 
network of care providers from 
which to choose.”

Congressional Democrats con¬ 
tinue to push for Barr to release 
an unredacted version for law¬ 
makers and have accused Barr 
of withholding information from 
the report that could be damag¬ 
ing to the president.

“peripheral third parties.” 

Mueller’s investigation, ac¬ 
cording to Barr’s four-page sum¬ 
mary, concluded that there was 
no evidence the Trump cam¬ 
paign conspired with Russia and 
did not draw a conclusion on 
whether Trump obstructed jus¬ 
tice through a series of actions 
surrounding the probe. 


Thursday release 
as prez, congress 
are out of town

WASHINGTON — The Jus¬ 
tice Department announced 
Monday it expects to release on 
Thursday the long-awaited 
redacted version of special coun¬ 
sel Robert Mueller’s final report. 

Department spokeswoman 
Kerri Kupec said Attorney Gen¬ 
eral William Barr is expected to 
issue the report to Congress and 
the public on Thursday morn¬ 
ing, nearly a month after 
Mueller wrapped up the depart¬ 
ment’s two-year probe into Rus¬ 
sia’s election interference, the 
Trump campaign, and President 
Donald Trump’s actions sur¬ 
rounding the investigation. 

As the news emerged, Trump 
took to Twitter to renew his 
calls for the investigation itself 
to be investigated by Barr and 
the Justice Department. 

“INVESTIGATE THE INVES¬ 
TIGATORS!” Trump tweeted. 

Barr, appointed to his post by 
Trump in December, has already 
told lawmakers he plans to inves¬ 
tigate the “genesis” of the FBI’s 
investigation into Russian elec¬ 
tion interference. 

Mueller, who was tapped by 
the Justice Department to take 
over the Russia probe in May 
2017, after Trump fired former 
FBI Director James Comey, is¬ 
sued on March 22 a more than 
300-page report outlining his 
final conclusions. Mueller’s 
“principal conclusions” were 
then whittled down to a four- 
page summary released by

It was a loud boom’ 


Neighbors surprised no one was hurt in plane crash 


Karen Gustav had just set¬ 
tled in to watch TV when she 
heard a loud noise. Every¬ 
thing went dark. 

A plane had dropped from 
the sky onto her street in Val¬ 
ley Stream. 

Gustav went outside to 
find out what was going on. 
So did others in her Valley 
Stream neighborhood. 

At first, she thought a car had 
run into a pole. Then, she saw 
the plane — and three men 
whom she described as looking 
“dazed” and “stunned.” 

“They were just saying, 
‘We need water/ ” Gustav re¬ 
called Monday. 

The men had been aboard 
the rented single-engine Cess¬ 
na, which crashed after running 
out of fuel Sunday night. 

All the men walked away vir¬ 
tually unscathed. No one on the 
ground was hurt either, even 
though the plane came to rest 
just feet from a home after clip¬ 
ping a church and getting tan¬ 
gled in power lines. 

“I’m just so glad nobody’s 
been hurt,” neighbor Cat An¬ 
drews said right after the crash. 
“What’s the odds, a plane 
comes down on a residential 
street . . . and nobody’s hurt 
... so lucky.” 

With a wheel caught on sag¬ 
ging power lines, the plane 


rested at an extreme angle for 
hours overnight. By Monday 
evening, the plane had been re¬ 
moved the yard of the house on 
Clarendon Drive. 

Like Gustav, Kenneeda Tay- 
lor-Sidberry lives on Clarendon 
Drive not far from where the 
plane went down. The time was 
shortly after 10 p.m. 

“It was a loud boom. Then 
all the power went off,” Tay- 
lor-Sidberry said. “Everyone 
opened their doors to see 
what was going on. Then peo¬ 
ple started yelling that a 
plane crashed. And then we 
came over and just saw the 
plane hanging here.” 

She saw the three men sit¬ 
ting on the curb across the 
street from where the plane 
came down. 

“I think they were in shock, 
really,” said Taylor-Sidberry. 

Monday morning, she was 
still marveling that no one 
had been hurt. 

“Nobody on the ground was 
hurt. The three people, they 
walked away,” Taylor-Sidberry 
said. “Thank God for that.” 

The men all are from South 
Korea, authorities said. The 
pilot, Dongil Kim, 27, moved to 
the United States from South 
Korea and is living in Flushing, 
Queens. The passengers — 
Hongjoo Na, 29, and Jumwoo 


Jung, 26 — were visiting from 
South Korea, officials said. 
None of the men could be 
reached for comment Monday. 

Kim had flown Na and Jung 
from Republic Airport, where 
he rented the plane, upstate to 
Niagara and was returning to 
the airport, said Patrick Ryder, 
Nassau County’s police com¬ 
missioner. 

The pilot tried four times to 
land at Republic Airport 
through dense fog but became 
disoriented, said Jason Croak, 
Valley Stream’s fire chief. The 
plane was redirected to 
Kennedy Airport, but Kim be¬ 
came disoriented again and the 
plane eventually ran out of fuel, 
officials said. 

The Cessna clipped the roof 
of Hillside Avenue’s Revival 
Outreach Ministries and 
glided into power lines above 
the front yard of the home a 
block away on Clarendon 
Drive, officials said. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board and the Federal 
Aviation Administration are 
working together to investigate 
the crash, said NTSB 
spokesman Keith Holloway. 
NTSB isn’t sending an investiga¬ 
tor to the crash site, he said. 

Investigators will examine 
air traffic control and radar 
communication, the plane’s

mechanical and safety 
records, the pilot’s flying and 
medical history and the 
weather at the time of the 
crash, Holloway said. 

FAA records show that Kim 
has had a commercial pilot’s li¬ 
cense since 2013 and that the 
Cessna, manufactured in 1977, 
had an up-to-date airworthi¬ 
ness certificate. 

The plane, with the tail num¬ 
ber N5296H, is owned by 
Robert Corona of West Babylon 
records show. Corona rents the 
plane to the Danny Waizman 
Flight School and Aircraft 
Rental at Republic Airport in 
East Farmingdale, confirmed a 
person who answered the 
phone at Corona’s office. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice had issued a dense fog advi¬ 
sory at the time of the crash. 
Visibility was a quarter of a 
mile at Republic and an eighth 
of a mile at Kennedy. Fog is con¬ 
sidered dense when it results in 
quarter-mile visibility or less, 
said Faye Morrone, a weather 
service meteorologist in Upton. 

The NTSB will issue a prelim¬ 
inary report in seven to 10 days 
and a full report in 12 to 18 
months, Holloway said. 


LOUGHLIN 
PLEADS 
NOT GUILTY

BOSTON — Actress Lori 
Loughlin and her fashion de¬ 
signer husband, Mossimo Gian- 
nulli, are pleading not guilty to 
charges they took part in the 
sweeping college admissions 
bribery scam, according to 
court documents filed Monday. 

The couple is accused of pay¬ 
ing $500,000 in bribes to get 
their daughters admitted to the 
University of Southern Califor¬ 
nia as crew recruits, even 
though neither is a rower. 

They were among 50 people 
charged last month in the scan¬ 
dal that has embroiled elite 
school across the country, in¬ 
cluding Stanford, Georgetown 
and Yale. 

Loughlin, who played Aunt 
Becky on the sitcom “Full 
House,” and Giannulli haven’t 
publicly addressed the allega¬ 
tions against them. 

Loughlin and Giannulli 
waived their right to appear for 
their arraignment in Boston fed¬ 
eral court and plead not guilty to 
the two charges against them, 
their lawyers said in court docu¬ 
ments. The judge granted their 
requests not to appear. 

Thirty-three wealthy parents 
were charged in what authorities 
have called the biggest college 
admissions case ever prosecuted 
by the Justice Department. They 
are accused of paying admis¬ 
sions consultant Rick Singer to 
rig standardized test scores and 
bribe college coaches and other 
insiders to get their children into 
selective schools. 

Authorities say Loughlin and 
Giannulli helped create fake ath¬ 
letic profiles for their daughters 
by sending Singer photos of their 
teens on rowing machines. 

Their daughter Olivia Jade Gi¬ 
annulli was dropped from deals 
with cosmetics retailer Sephora 
and hair products company TRE- 
Semme after her parents’ arrest. 

Prosecutors added a money 
laundering conspiracy charge 
against Loughlin, Giannulli and 
more than a dozen other par¬ 
ents who are still fighting the 
case, increasing the pressure 
on them to plead guilty.

A drug that lowers blood 
sugar in people with type 2 dia¬ 
betes also lowers the risk of end- 
stage kidney failure by 30 per¬ 
cent, a finding that may help 
spare kidney function in scores 
of patients and save billions of 
dollars by keeping them off dialy¬ 
sis, doctors reported Monday. 

Type 2 diabetes has reached 
epidemic proportions on Long 
Island and beyond, which means 
problems occurring as a result 
of it are rising as well. Kidney 
failure has been increasing by 5 
percent a year for more than a 
decade, and almost half the peo¬ 
ple on dialysis in the United 
States have type 2 diabetes.

An MTA contractor, while 
working to fix an error in how it 
was installing positive train con¬ 
trol technology on Long Island 
Rail Road trains, has discovered 
it made another mistake — fur¬ 
ther setting back completion of 
the federally required, $1 billion 
crash-prevention project, offi¬ 
cials said Monday. 

The news came at the Metro¬ 
politan Transportation Author¬ 
ity Board’s railroad committee 
meeting in Manhattan, where 
board members received an up¬ 
date on the project. Deborah 
Chin, the MTA’s director of posi¬ 
tive train control, or PTC, said 
that during re-installation of one 
of hundreds of “undercar scan¬ 
ner antennas” recently recalled 
because of calibration errors, 
workers discovered another mis¬ 
take in how a related component 
was being installed. 

Chin said that contrary to the 
manufacturer’s directions, work¬ 
ers from the MTA’s PTC contrac¬ 
tor, a joint venture of Bom¬ 
bardier Transportation and 
Siemens Rail Automation, had 
been soldering “variable capaci¬ 


trial that is being hailed as a land¬ 
mark study, patients with type 2 
diabetes and chronic kidney dis¬ 
ease who took the drug In- 
vokana found their risk of ad¬ 
vancing to full-blown kidney fail¬ 
ure declined by a third. That 
means the medication helped 
stave off the need for dialysis 
and kidney transplants, and re¬ 
duced the risk of death from 
end-stage renal disease. 

In addition to sparing kidney 
function, the drug also helped re¬ 
duce cardiovascular problems, 
the research revealed. 

“This is the first study to 
show such a big effect,” said Dr. 
Douglas Lax, chief of nephrol¬ 
ogy at Mercy Medical Center in 
Rockville Centre, who was not 
part of the research. “It was also 
the first to look at patients 


tors” onto circuit boards, rather 
than bolting them.

Doctors who led the study, 
which was called the Credence 
clinical trial, estimated that for 
every 1,000 people taking the 
drug for 2.5 years, there would 
be 47 fewer cases of kidney fail¬ 
ure, dialysis and transplants. In¬ 
stances of adverse effects in the 
research — toe, foot and leg am¬ 
putations — were similar among 
patients taking Invokana and the 
placebo. 

Invokana is a product of 
Janssen Pharmaceuticals and 
costs about $475 a month. It was 
approved in 2013 to lower blood 
sugar. But doctors who tested it

Missing the deadline could re¬ 
sult in fines as high as $27,904 a 
day. 

Palichug said Siemens and 
Bombardier remain committed 
to meeting the MTA’s schedule, 
and have added “a tremendous 
number of people” to the effort. 


for its capacity to spare kidney 
function said they hope the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
will approve it for this new role. 
Physicians, meanwhile, are free 
to use any approved drug “off 
label,” which means prescribing 
it for a new lifesaving indication. 

“Kidney disease can be slowly 
progressive,” Lax said, “but the 
fact that they could show such 
large differences between 
groups is pretty amazing to me.” 

Lax said Invokana is the first 
drug for type 2 diabetics that ad¬ 
dresses kidney disease in more 
than 15 years. Although the study 
has just been published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine and reported at a medi¬ 
cal conference in Australia, Lax 
said he will consider it for some 
of his patients. In addition to his 
role at Mercy, he oversees dialy¬ 
sis centers in Hempstead, Ocean- 
side, Bellmore, Freeport and 
Woodmere. 

The National Kidney Founda¬ 


tion commended the research 
Monday and noted the mount¬ 
ing toll of kidney disease. 

“Chronic kidney disease is a 
largely invisible and growing 
public health problem with lim¬ 
ited treatment options avail¬ 
able,” the kidney foundation said 
in a statement, adding that the 
study “is encouraging for pa¬ 
tients with diabetic kidney dis¬ 
ease and an important step for¬ 
ward to staving off end-stage 
renal disease. 

“Diabetes is a key risk factor 
for chronic kidney disease, and 
accounts for 44 percent of all 
end-stage renal disease cases. 
However, less than 40 percent of 
those with diabetes are com¬ 
pletely assessed for kidney dis¬ 
ease,” the foundation said. 

Nearly 750,000 people annu¬ 
ally and 2 million worldwide de¬ 
velop end-stage kidney disease, 
according to the Kidney Project 
at the University of California, 
San Francisco.

Judge gives max 
for misdemeanor 
endangerment

A judge sent Long Island 
cover band musician Robert 
Savinetti to jail Monday for his 
girlfriend’s vehicular death, giv¬ 
ing him the top sentence of one 
year behind bars after a misde¬ 
meanor conviction by a jury 
that also acquitted him of man¬ 
slaughter. 

“You deserve significant pun¬ 
ishment for your actions that 
night that resulted in the death 
of Miss Miceli,” acting State 
Supreme Court Justice Terence 
Murphy told Savinetti, 59, of 
Melville, while sentencing him 
in the death of Lisa Miceli, 44. 

Prosecutors had alleged at 
the January trial of the Copy 
Cat band member that he 
treated the Melville woman 
like “roadkill” by running her 
over with his Toyota RAV4 on 
Aug. 1,2017, and leaving her in a 
Seaford street to die after an ar¬ 
gument at Cardoon Mediter¬ 
ranean restaurant about her 
smoking habit. 

The defense had argued 
Miceli was to blame for her 
own death after she ran next to 
the moving RAV4 while drunk 
and in flip-flops, before trip¬ 
ping and falling beneath the ve¬ 
hicle. 

The judge said Monday he 
considered evidence of 
Savinetti’s drunkenness in de¬ 
ciding the sentence, evidence 
jurors didn’t hear before they 
found the motorist not guilty of

felony charges that also in¬ 
cluded leaving the scene of the 
crash and criminally negligent 
homicide. 

The jury, which convicted 
Savinetti of a reckless endanger¬ 
ment charge, never knew 
Savinetti’s blood-alcohol con¬ 
centration that night had been 
0.12 percent or slightly higher. 
The legal threshold for intoxica¬ 
tion is 0.08 percent. 

Citing missteps in the police 
investigation, a different judge 
suppressed that and other evi¬ 
dence before the trial. 


But Murphy said at Monday’s 
sentencing that the law let him 
take evidence of intoxication 
into account when punishing 
Savinetti, whose actions he said 
“tore apart a family that can 
never be repaired” — with the 
victim’s twin sons now mother¬ 
less. 

Prosecutor Tara DePalo told 
the judge Monday that 
Savinetti’s arrest in the case 
was his third involving drunken 
driving allegations. She said it 
was clear to the jury that the 
musician’s conduct was crimi¬ 


nal and that Miceli didn’t die as 
the result of an accident. 

DePalo also pointed to a let¬ 
ter Miceli’s mother, Jeannette 
Mclnerney, wrote to the judge 
that spoke of her disappoint¬ 
ment in the verdict and joined 
prosecutors in asking for the 
maximum sentence for 
Savinetti. 

The musician cried in court 
Monday as he told the judge 
that his life “will never be the 
same” without Miceli. 

“Her life was taken way too 
soon, and I apologize for the 


role that I played in her death 
and accept responsibility for 
that,” he added. 

Savinetti also said photos of 
Miceli still adorn his home and 
there wasn’t anything he 
wouldn’t do to bring her back. 

“I lost both of my parents to 
cancer specifically caused by 
smoking and wanted to save 
her from that fate,” Savinetti 
said. 

Defense attorney Marc Gann 
told the judge his client knew 
he had to pay a price for his 
role in Miceli’s death, suggest¬ 
ing that a lesser jail sentence 
combined with probation 
“would serve justice.” 

During the trial, Gann told ju¬ 
rors his client didn’t realize he 
had run over Miceli, and had 
come back to the scene when 
the restaurant owner called to 
tell him that the woman was 
badly hurt in the street. 

But prosecutors had alleged 
Miceli was holding a door han¬ 
dle, banging to be let inside 
when Savinetti stepped on the 
gas and Miceli lost her grip and 
was pulled under the Toyota, 
which crushed her before he 
drove away. 

“I have no doubt that you 
loved Miss Miceli, but on that 
particular night you didn’t re¬ 
spect her,” the judge told 
Savinetti. “You’re not going to 
save a person from lung cancer 
by dumping them on the side of 
a road when you’ve had way 
too much to drink.” 

Savinetti declined to com¬ 
ment as court officers led him 
away in handcuffs. 

“We hope that this sentence 
helps in the healing process,” 
Nassau district attorney’s office 
spokesman Brendan Brosh said 
later of Miceli’s family. 


Mail bomber declines to withdraw guilty plea

Pro-Trump mail bomber 
Cesar Sayoc affirmed his guilty 
plea Monday at a hearing in 
Manhattan federal court trig¬ 
gered by two letters he sent to 
the judge insisting he was 
under pressure at the time of 
his plea and raising questions 
about whether his explosives- 
filled packages were lethal. 

During a back and forth 


with U.S. District Judge Jed 
Rakoff, Sayoc said he didn’t 
want to withdraw his plea, 
and admitted that he knew the 
16 devices sent in the mail to 
former President Barack 
Obama and other Democrats 
could have injured property 
and people. 

But he continued to insist 
that his motive wasn’t to kill. “It 
was just to scare and intimi¬ 
date,” said Sayoc. 

None of the devices Sayoc 


sent last year exploded, and it 
still isn’t clear whether they 
were designed to go off. A pros¬ 
ecutor questioned by Rakoff 
said a 100-page FBI forensic re¬ 
port found they had explosives 
and a trigger and would have 
exploded “if properly assem¬ 
bled and initiated.” 

“They had the capacity to 
explode if properly con¬ 
structed, but they were not,” 
responded defense lawyer 
Sarah Baumgartel, who has re¬ 


ceived the report in discovery. 
Prosecutors declined to make 
the report available afterward. 

Sayoc, 57, of Aventura, Flor¬ 
ida, and an avid backer of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump, pleaded 
guilty on March 20 to 65 felony 
counts for sending the devices 
to figures ranging from Obama 
to former presidential nominee 
Hillary Clinton, actor Robert 
De Niro and Democratic fun¬ 
der George Soros. 

In two handwritten letters 


to Rakoff, he said he was 
“freaked out” and “nervous 
with anxiety” at the time of 
the plea, and wrote, “The de¬ 
vices would never explode or 
worked. The fireworks were 
sparkler type.” 

At Monday’s hearing, Baum¬ 
gartel told Rakoff that waiting 
for his sentencing was hard 
on Sayoc. The judge agreed to 
move it up from September to 
Aug. 5. Sayoc could receive 
life in prison.

Guilty plea in $7M scam 


Former Hicksville man was nabbed 
after almost 10 years as a fugitive

A former Hicksville man 
who was a federal fugitive be¬ 
fore being captured after al¬ 
most 10 years on the run 
pleaded guilty Monday to oper¬ 
ating a $7 million Medicaid 
scheme carried out with what a 
judge called “brazenness,” ac¬ 
cording to officials. 

Etienne Allonce pleaded 
guilty to one count of health 
care fraud in Central Islip be¬ 
fore U.S. District Judge Joseph 


Bianco. Allonce, who is being 
held without bail, faces be¬ 
tween 37 and 46 months in 
prison under federal sentenc¬ 
ing guidelines. 

Before his plea, Allonce 
briefly read an account of his ac¬ 
tions and answered questions 
from Bianco about the case. 

In the scheme that lasted 
from 2003 to 2007, Allonce’s 
wife, Helene Michel, went 
into more than a dozen nurs¬ 
ing homes on Long Island, 
posing as a doctor, nurse, 
wound-care specialist or medi¬ 


cal supplier, officials said. 

She would then go through 
patients’ files, getting confiden¬ 
tial information on more than 
1,000 patients, including Social 
Security and Medicaid num¬ 
bers. Then she and Allonce 
would submit phony invoices 
in the patients’ names for reim¬ 
bursement for wound-care or 
other health-care products 
through their then-Hicksville 
company, Medical Solutions 
Management, officials said. 

Michel was sentenced to 12 
years in prison in 2013 after 
being convicted of conspiracy, 
health-care fraud, and illegal 
disclosure of individual’s health 
information. 

When Michel was sentenced 


by Bianco, the judge noted, 
what he called the “brazen¬ 
ness” of the scheme, including 
one bill for special boots for a 
patients who was a double leg 
amputee above the knee. 

At the time, Michel was be¬ 
lieved to be one of the first peo¬ 
ple in the country charged 
under a federal statute that 
made the misuse of confiden¬ 
tial medical records a felony, of¬ 
ficials said. The law is known 
as HIPAA for the Health Insur¬ 
ance Portability and Account¬ 
ability Act. 

Allonce was indicted at the 
end of 2007 along with his wife, 
but fled before he could be ar¬ 
rested, officials said. He was 
placed on the Most Wanted list 


of the Office of Inspector Gen¬ 
eral of the Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

U.S. State Department per¬ 
sonnel located Allonce in his na¬ 
tive Haiti in 2018, and the 
Haitian government expelled 
him into the custody of U.S. 
Marshals. Officials did not dis¬ 
close how Allonce was tracked 
down. 

When Allonce was arrested, 
Eastern District prosecutor 
Charles Kelly said: “There is an 
epidemic of ID theft and much 
of it comes out of health-re¬ 
lated [schemes].” 

Allonce’s attorney, federal 
public defender Randi Chavis, 
declined to comment after¬ 
ward, as did Kelly. 


Cuomo paid less 
in ’13 fed taxes

ALBANY — Gov. Andrew M. 
Cuomo, who has spent most of 
the last two years railing against 
President Donald Trump’s tax 
cut law, will save $2,627 in fed¬ 
eral taxes in 2018 compared with 
his 2017 tax bill, according to the 
governor’s income tax return re¬ 
leased Monday. 

“This was never about the gov¬ 
ernor,” Rich Azzopardi, a Cuomo 
spokesman, said of the gover¬ 
nor’s attacks on the federal tax 
law, which he has contended is 
an assault on New York. “It’s 
about all New Yorkers.” 

As a result of Trump’s tax law, 
Cuomo’s income was taxed at 
18.5 percent in 2018 for federal 
purposes, down from 19.6 per¬ 
cent the year before. 

Trump and the Republican- 
led Congress passed the tax 
law in December 2017. It gave 
middle-class families and cor¬ 
porations a tax break. 

But to pay for the tax breaks, 
the law also capped the de¬ 
ductibility of state and local 
taxes at $10,000. That means 
high-salaried taxpayers in 
high-tax areas such as Long Is¬ 
land and Westchester can no 
longer deduct the full value of 
state income and local prop¬ 
erty taxes on their federal tax 
returns.

Cuomo said the federal tax 
bill would drive wealthy New 
Yorkers out of state and hurt 
all New Yorkers because the 
state is dependent on wealthy 
residents for significant 
chunks of revenue. 

Cuomo noted his federal 
tax bill would have been 
larger had he paid property 
taxes. He shares the Westch¬ 
ester home of his girlfriend, 
food TV mogul Sandra Lee, 
who claims property taxes on 
the home on her taxes, 
Cuomo officials said. 

Azzopardi said the federal 
tax law also resulted in a “dou¬ 
ble taxation” on part of the 
taxes the governor paid. 
Cuomo paid $12,894 in state 
and local taxes but could only 
deduct $10,000 because of the 
cap. So that means, Azzopardi 
said, the federal government 
is taxing the difference — 
$2,894 — which Cuomo al¬ 
ready paid in state and local 
taxes. 

Cuomo contributed $11,000 
to charity, all to the Help USA 
charity he founded, which 
builds housing for the poor. 
He gave the same amount to 
the same charity in 2017.

Cuomo’s total income, in¬ 
cluding dividends from a blind 
trust of his investments and 
his $179,000 governor’s salary, 
was $211,289 in 2018. He is 
scheduled for a raise to 
$225,000 in 2020 and to 
$250,000 in 2021, which would 
make him the highest-paid gov¬ 
ernor in the country. The 
raises are part of salary in¬ 
creases for legislators, other 


statewide officials and top 
commissioners decided by a 
commission in December. 

Cuomo paid $39,138 in fed¬ 
eral taxes and $12,246 in state 
income taxes. 

Lt. Gov. Kathy Hochul re¬ 
ported joint income of 
$876,252, mostly from her hus¬ 
band, former federal prosecu¬ 
tor William Hochul, who is 
now counsel to the Delaware 


North Cos., located in Buffalo. 
The company is an interna¬ 
tional food and beverage con¬ 
cession enterprise and also op¬ 
erates state-sanctioned casi¬ 
nos in New York State. 

Hochul makes about 
$150,000 a year as lieutenant 
governor. That, too, will rise 
under Albany’s pay increases 
to $190,000 in a year then hit 
$220,000 in 2021.

Survivors, teens tell Holocaust tales

Sabine Breier doesn’t recall 
Kristallnacht, the start of Nazi 
Germany’s pogroms against 
Jews in November 1938, but the 
then-8-month-old native of 
Berlin was there when the 
killing started. 

In fact, many of the 81-year- 
old Westbury resident’s memo¬ 
ries of one of the darkest periods 
in modern history are, like those 
of other survivors of the Holo¬ 
caust, sometimes vivid but often 
faint and fading. 

That is why Breier and up to 
10 other survivors took part in 
the UJA-Federation of New 
York’s Witness Project event 
Monday night, which partnered 
Holocaust survivors with Long 
Island teenagers who are the 
next generation of narrators to 
tell their stories. 

“I met with all the students 
who are here to learn about the 
Holocaust through witnesses — 
firsthand information,” Breier 
said as she attended the event at 
the Tilles Center in Brookville, 
an event that drew more than 
1,500 people to the work of three 
dozen students who portrayed 
the 11 survivors in a play or 
through visual art. 

The students’ art hung on the 
walls of the venue, where onlook¬ 
ers mingled amid music and ad¬ 


mired the works devoted to the 
survivors. Many of them were 
collages with colorful pictures of 
the smiling men and women set 
against the background of dreary 
black-and-white newspaper clip¬ 
pings depicting the horrors of 
each day of the conflict. 

Lucy Haworth, 16, a junior at 
Roslyn High School, said she 


was honored to play Breier in the 
production. 

“It’s very meaningful to me be¬ 
cause I get to share her story 
and, hopefully, it will live on be¬ 
cause it deserves to be told so 
many people never forget,” she 
said. “It gives me the opportu¬ 
nity to be put in her shoes. Even 
though I never experienced it 


firsthand, it’s like close enough 
for me to understand what she 
went through.” 

Breier was shipped out of Ger¬ 
many in 1939 to England, where 
she was raised by a British family 
who took in Jews fleeing the 
genocide. But she learned much 
later that two of her sisters were 
killed by Nazis in Auschwitz, her 


father dying in a slave labor 
camp in Buchenwald. 

Survivors included 99-year- 
old Eddie Rosenblum of West 
Hempstead, who was born in Vi¬ 
enna but came to the United 
States and returned to Europe as 
a soldier in the U.S. Army to 
fight the Nazis, taking part in the 
D-Day invasion on Omaha 
Beach in Normandy. 

He said he recalls seeing Adolf 
Hitler on the streets of Vienna, 
where locals marveled at the 
new leader of Germany. 

And there was also Werner 
Reich, 91, of Smithtown, who 
was beaten to a pulp by Nazis 
when they found him hiding 
^ with a couple in Zagreb, in the 
g former Yugoslavia, 
g “They beat the living daylights 

> out of me,” he said, adding he 
3 was also sent to Graz, Austria, 
£ where he served six weeks in 
3 prison before being transferred 
b to Auschwitz and then the Mau- 
£ thausen-Gusen concentration 
camp. When he was liberated 
from there, he weighed 64 
pounds at 17 years old, he said. 

Casey Fine, 17, of Brookville, a 
Jericho High School senior, juxta¬ 
posed Eddie Rosenblum’s smil¬ 
ing face against the newspaper 
clippings to demonstrate his 
strength amid adversity. 

“Even after all he’s been 
through, he can still put a smile 
on his face,” she said. 


Superfund site owners told to pay

A Central Islip federal judge 
on Monday ordered the own¬ 
ers of a Superfund site in Port 
Jefferson Station to pay $48.1 
million to remove hazardous 
chemicals and shrink a toxic 
plume caused by the shuttered 
airplane parts factory. 

U.S. District Judge Joan M. 
Azrack said evidence pre¬ 
sented at a trial showed 
Lawrence Aviation and owner 
Gerald Cohen were responsi¬ 
ble for discharging pollutants 
that contaminated groundwa¬ 
ter and caused a mile-long 
toxic plume under Port Jeffer¬ 
son Village. 

The 126-acre Lawrence Avia¬ 
tion site, on Sheep Pasture 


Road, was declared a federal 
Superfund site in 2000 and 
closed in 2003. 

The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency is supervis¬ 
ing a cleanup of the site that is 
expected to take at least an¬ 
other decade. 

The cleanup so far has re¬ 
moved more than 18,000 tons 
of soil contaminated with poly¬ 
chlorinated biphenyls (PCBs), 
asbestos and other hazardous 
material, federal prosecutors 
said. 

Cohen could not be reached 
for comment. 

He had served a year and 
one day in federal prison after 
pleading guilty in 2008 to 
charges that Lawrence Avia¬ 
tion illegally stored corrosive 
wastes in two tanks at the site. 


Cohen was charged in 2014 
with illegally removing as¬ 
bestos from the property. He 
pleaded not guilty to those 
charges. 

Azrack said Cohen and 
Lawrence Aviation jointly owe 
$48,116,024.31 to cover the 
EPA’s cleanup costs, according 
to a news release from the 
United States attorney’s office. 
In addition, Cohen and the 
company each was ordered to 
pay $750,000 in civil penalties 
for failing to provide informa¬ 
tion requested by the EPA. 

“This case and the signifi¬ 
cant monetary penalties im¬ 
posed by the court should 
serve as a warning to would-be 
polluters, including individu¬ 
als, that this office and the EPA 
will use every tool at their dis¬ 


posal to protect Long Island’s 
groundwater and to ensure 
that those responsible for con¬ 
tamination will foot the bill for 
clean-up costs,” Richard P. 
Donoghue, U.S. attorney for 
New York’s Eastern District, 
said in a statement. 

The contamination at the 
Lawrence Aviation site has 
frustrated local officials and 
residents who feared the long¬ 
term impact of the plume and 
hazardous material that offi¬ 
cials said had been dumped 
there. 

Brookhaven Town imposed 
restrictions designed to ensure 
that the property would never 
be developed for residential or 
retail uses. Adjoining proper¬ 
ties may be used for light in¬ 
dustrial purposes. 


Town Supervisor Edward P. 
Romaine said he was grateful 
for Azrack’s ruling, adding the 
site continued to pose an envi¬ 
ronmental threat to the com¬ 
munity. 

“The property remains an 
eyesore to this day, and the 
plume from Lawrence Avia¬ 
tion has traveled through Port 
Jefferson all the way [north] to 
Port Jefferson Harbor and is 
still harming the harbor,” he 
said. 

In a 37-page memo, Azrack 
cited numerous instances in 
which Cohen polluted the 
property by flouting laws and 
local officials.

COPS: PSnMRBT 
POUND WITH DRUGS 


NYU Langone 
Health staffer 
held, charged

A psychiatrist at NYU Lan¬ 
gone Health was charged with 
12 counts of drug possession 
Monday after Nassau County 
police said officers spotted 
him apparently smoking crys¬ 
tal methamphetamine in his 
2016 Volkswagen Jetta. 

Police found two fentanyl 
patches, drug paraphernalia 
and hundreds of pills, includ¬ 
ing methadone, amphetamine 
and Xanax, in Thomas Boes’ 
vehicle before arresting him 
Sunday in a Westbury parking 
lot, according to a felony com¬ 
plaint. 

Boes, 42, of New Hyde Park, 
was ordered held on $100,000 
cash bail or $200,000 bond 
during his arraignment Mon¬ 


day in First District Court — 
figures his attorney, Thomas 
Liotti of Garden City, criti¬ 
cized as excessive. 

Liotti said Boes is a distin¬ 
guished physician who is 
board certified in neurology 
and psychiatry and had the 
authority to prescribe some 
of the drugs police say they 
found in his possession. The 
only mark on his criminal 
record is a 20-year-old drug 
misdemeanor. 

“This bail is totally inappro¬ 
priate for this defendant,” Li¬ 
otti said after Boes’ arraign¬ 
ment. 

In a statement emailed 
Monday, NYU Langone 
spokeswoman Kate Ma- 
lenczak said Boes had been 
suspended without pay. “We 
will be following the legal 
proceedings,” she said. 

Boes is the son of former 
Westbury deputy mayor and 
trustee Joan Boes, and Liotti 
said Boes has struggled with 
grief ever since her death in 
August. 


Boes had battled substance 
abuse in the past and, al¬ 
though he had been in recov¬ 
ery for many years, his 
mother’s death sparked a re¬ 
lapse Liotti said. 

Boes’ father, attorney 
Lawrence Boes, said his son 
used methadone to treat opi¬ 
oid addiction. 

“I’m very proud of him,” 
Lawrence Boes said after 
Monday’s arraignment. “He 
had some problems and I 
hoped he had recovered from 
them. But he took his 
mother’s death very hard.” 

Police said officers from 
the Nassau Bureau of Special 
Operations saw Boes sitting 
in the driver’s seat of the 
Jetta, holding a glass pipe to 
his mouth in one hand and a 
butane torch lighter in the 
other. 

“Please, this is going to 
hurt me. I’m a physician, you 
can check my ID, it’s in my 
bag,” Boes allegedly told po¬ 
lice.

Lawrence Aviation comply 
with pollution control laws, the 
company used a front-end 
loader to crush 55-gallon drums 
containing hazardous sub¬ 
stances, Azrack said. That 
caused “a massive discharge of 
waste directly onto the 
ground,” the U.S. attorney’s of¬ 
fice release said, adding sam¬ 
ples taken from the drums re¬ 
vealed “impermissibly high lev¬ 
els of trichloroethylene.” 

In 1999, state Department of 
Environmental Conservation 
tests found groundwater and 
surface water contamination at 
the site. 

In a statement, EPA Regional 
Administrator Pete Lopez said 
the decision is “a victory for 
New Yorkers who have suf¬ 
fered for years with the environ¬ 


mental degradation inflicted by 
Lawrence Aviation and its 
owner, Gerald Cohen.” 

Suffolk County is among 
several entities that have 
asked federal judges to settle 
financial claims filed against 
Cohen and Lawrence Avia¬ 
tion. Suffolk officials have 
said Cohen and the company 
owe at least $12 million in 
back taxes on the property. 

In an email, Suffolk 
spokesman Jason Elan said: “At 
long last, those responsible for 
the pollution at this site are 
being held accountable for the 
cost of their actions. We wel¬ 
come the opportunity to work 
with all parties to come to a set¬ 
tlement and develop a disposi¬ 
tion plan to meet local and re¬ 
gional needs.”

State Senate plan 
follows GOP bill 
killed in Assembly

State Senate Democrats from 
Long Island visited a Linden¬ 
hurst veterans hall Monday to 
tout a legislative proposal 
aimed at expanding college aid 
for dependents of military per¬ 
sonnel killed or permanently in¬ 
jured while on duty. 

The proposal comes amid Al¬ 
bany Republicans’ accusations 
that Assembly Democrats were 
disloyal toward veterans after 
blocking a Republican-backed 
bill that similarly endorsed 
scholarships for military depen¬ 
dents, but offered no way to 
pay for them. 

Led by Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers, the Assembly’s Higher Edu¬ 
cation Committee voted 15-11 last 
week to table the Republican pro¬ 
posal — known as the “Hawley 
Bill,” effectively killing it. 

The measure would have ex¬ 
panded the state’s Military En¬ 
hanced Recognition Incentive 
and Tribute (MERIT) scholar¬ 
ship program — which already 


provides up to $24,250 in col¬ 
lege aid to dependents of mili¬ 
tary personnel killed or dis¬ 
abled in combat — to include 
the dependents of personnel 
killed or permanently disabled 
wherever they were on duty. 

Democrats said they did not 
support the Republican pro¬ 
posal because it was released 
after legislators passed the 
state’s $175 billion budget April 
1, meaning it would have no 
source of funding even if it 
were signed into law. 

Democratic legislators said 
their college aid proposal 
would go into effect April 1, 
2020, presumably giving law¬ 
makers time to include addi¬ 
tional spending for military 
family scholarships in next 
year’s budget. 

“It’s shameful, to be honest 
with you, that an issue of this 
importance was used for pure 
politics,” said Sen. John E. 
Brooks (D-Seaford) at Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post 7279 in 
Lindenhurst. “Never, ever, ever 
were Gold [Star] families at 
risk of losing that support.” 

Democrats were apparently 
smarting from the effects of a 
Republican media blitz 
launched after the committee 
vote. The GOP media cam¬ 
paign accused Democrats of

failing “to honor our nation’s 
fallen heroes.” 

“This takes hypocrisy to a 
whole new level,” Assemb. 
Mike LiPetri (R-Massapequa) 
said about the Democratic pro¬ 
posal in an April 9 news re¬ 
lease. “When does a Democrat, 


especially one from New York 
City, ever complain about how 
much something costs?” 

Kirby Hannan, statewide leg¬ 
islative advocate for the VFW, 
said that while “the optics 
looked bad” after Democrats re¬ 
fused to back the Republican 


bill, he was satisfied with 
Democratic Senate proposal. 

“I’m happy that the legisla¬ 
tion is recognizing the children 
of deceased veterans,” Hannan 
said. “And if the bill has to wait 
until next year to put the 
money in, I’m ok with that.” 


Diocese: LI priest steps down after allegation of abuse

A parish priest in Manor- 
haven has stepped down while 
law enforcement authorities in¬ 
vestigate an allegation that he 
sexually abused a minor more 
than 40 years ago when he 
served in Suffolk County, the 
Diocese of Rockville Centre 
and officials said Monday. 


The Rev. Steven J. Peterson, 
71, has been serving as pastor at 
Our Lady of Fatima Roman 
Catholic Church in the village 
of Manorhaven. Diocese offi¬ 
cials announced the move Sun¬ 
day during Masses at the 
church, parishioners said. 

Peterson could not be 
reached for comment. 

The diocese has notified law 
enforcement authorities of the al¬ 


legation, diocesan spokesman 
Sean Dolan said. The diocese is 
not aware of any other allegations 
against Peterson, Dolan said. 

The Suffolk County district 
attorney’s office learned of the 
allegation Saturday, said spokes¬ 
woman Sheila Kelly. 

In Suffolk County, Peterson 
served at St. Mary Roman 
Catholic Church in East Islip, 
St. Joseph Roman Catholic 


Church in Babylon and the 
Roman Catholic Church of the 
Good Shepherd in Holbrook, 
the diocese said. 

“We ask for your prayers dur¬ 
ing these days, which are diffi¬ 
cult for all of those involved,” 
the diocese said in a statement. 

The allegation, Dolan said, 
came to light through the dio¬ 
cese’s Independent Reconcilia¬ 
tion and Compensation Program, 


which accepts claims from those 
who were allegedly sexually 
abused by clergy as children re¬ 
gardless how long ago the mis¬ 
conduct occurred. If a claimant 
accepts payment, he or she must 
agree not to sue the diocese. 

At least three other priests in 
the diocese have stepped aside 
from their ministry as a result 
of allegations that surfaced 
through the program.

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Cost of LIPA tax suit 


Huntington Town 
has spent $3.4M 
defending itself

Huntington Town has spent 
more than $3.4 million defend¬ 
ing itself against tax challenges 
by LIPA, the town’s supervisor 
said in a letter to residents that 
adds further grist to the duel¬ 
ing claims about the financial 
impact of the case. 

The April 12 letter from Hunt¬ 
ington Supervisor Chad 
Lupinacci comes as LIPA’s first 
trial in the tax case against the 
town over its assessment of the 
National Grid-owned North- 
port power plant moves toward 
a conclusion this month. 

LIPA has argued for a decade 
the Northport power plant is 
vastly over-assessed, and has of¬ 
fered a settlement that would 
lower its taxes by half over a 
nine-year phase-down, to about 
$42 million. LIPA is arguing in 
court this week that the town’s 


plant assessment of $3.4 billion 
should be closer to $198 million. 

Lupinacci in his letter said 
loss of the case in court could 
force residents to pay “well in 
excess” of $5,000 each in tax re¬ 
funds to LIPA, as well as “sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars” each 
year in new taxes. 

Residents of Northport in re¬ 
cent weeks have been protest¬ 
ing against LIPA’s challenge, 
saying a ruling against the 
town, and even LIPA’s pro¬ 
posed settlement, would “devas¬ 
tate” the Northport-East North- 
port School District and the 
community. 

LIPA has said its proposed 
settlement would cost individ¬ 
ual households an average of 
about $13 a month in new 
taxes, compounding to a cu¬ 
mulative $117 a month by the 
end of nine years. 

That compares with a possi¬ 
ble court verdict LIPA said 
could bring a 30 percent tax in¬ 
crease for school district resi¬ 
dents and a $650 million refund 
that could be owed to LIPA. 

“To some degree it’s a ton 
of money,” LIPA chief Tom Fal¬ 
cone said of a potential ver¬ 


dict — compared with a settle¬ 
ment offer with an impact 
amounting to “a couple of 
cups of coffee a month.” 

But Paul Darrigo, who 
heads the residents’ group 
Concerned Citizens Against 
LIPA, says the settlement fig¬ 
ure, due to inflation and other 
factors, would increase aver¬ 
age taxes by more than $2,182 
by the end of nine years. 

He also said the school dis¬ 
trict estimates median taxes 
under LIPA’s proposed settle¬ 
ment would increase from 
$6,756 to $10,499 annually. 

“Real world dollars are cer¬ 
tainly a far cry from [LIPA”s] 
$13 a month” estimate, said 
Darrigo. 

Darrigo said the group plans 
to rally in coming weeks with 
citizens in Island Park who also 
face increased taxes from 
LIPA’s challenge to the E.F. Bar¬ 
rett power plant. 

Brookhaven Town has set¬ 
tled its tax case with LIPA over 
the Port Jefferson power sta¬ 
tion. A case involving the de¬ 
molished Glenwood Landing 
power station is pending. 

In his letter, Lupinacci as¬ 


sured residents the town was 
devoting “substantial resources 
and pursuing all avenues,” in¬ 
cluding mediation, for a “fair” 
outcome. 

The $1.1 million the town has 
spent since Lupinacci, a Repub¬ 
lican, became supervisor in Jan¬ 
uary 2018 represents a third of 
the town’s legal budget, he 
wrote. Two law firms specializ¬ 
ing in tax challenges are joined 
by an energy expert in analyz¬ 
ing and fighting the case, 
Lupinacci said. 

Huntington also is “aggres¬ 
sively” pressing its case with 
state lawmakers and Gov. An¬ 
drew M. Cuomo, “who has the 
power to resolve this matter,” 
Lupinacci wrote. 

Lupinacci said while media¬ 
tion hasn’t yet changed LIPA’s 
offer to “one I’m comfortable 
with,” he remains “committed 
to the process” of working out 
a settlement. 

Huntington has appealed a 
separate case it lost in state 
Supreme Court that argued 
LIPA was bound by promises 
by former LIPA chairman 
Richard Kessel never to chal¬ 
lenge the taxes.

Jay-Z will officially reopen Webster 
Hall on April 26, with a special “B-Sides 
2” show for die-hard fans, a sequel to his 
special Terminal 5 show in 2015. 

The Brooklyn rapper’s show will be the 
first at the historic venue following a 
nearly two-year renovation, kicking off a 
schedule that already includes Patti Smith, 
MGMT, Broken Social Scene and Vampire 
Weekend’s album launch party. It will also 
be the hip-hop artist’s first major solo 
show since 2017 when he wrapped up the 
tour for his “4:44” album. Last year, he and 
wife Beyonce teamed up for the massive 
“On the Run II” stadium tour. 

“When we were thinking about who 
would be the right choice to open this leg¬ 
endary venue, we knew it had to be a

Wendy Williams, who has

“I’m moving out of [the] 
sober house in just a few days,” 
Williams, 54, declared Monday 
on her talk show, to studio audi¬ 
ence cheers and applause. “It’ll 
be Wendy on her own,” she 
went on, alluding to her filing 


last week to divorce her hus¬ 
band of 21 years, Kevin Hunter, 
who is also her manager. 

“You know I’ve been deal¬ 
ing with issues with addic¬ 
tion, alcoholism,” Williams 
continued, “and I have a 
whole new life that I planned 
for myself and my son,” Kevin 
Hunter Jr., who is in his late 
teens. “Believe me you, when 
you lay in a room with no TV 
and four gray walls all day 
and no telephone ... and you 
lay there and you think about 
your life — this is my life at 
the sober house. It’s one of 
the best things, honestly, that

could have ever happened to 
me,” she insisted, saying it 
forced her to think about how 
she has been “delivering to 
the world, especially here on 
the show.” 

She later added that, “Ad¬ 
dressing my sobriety, my addic¬ 
tion, head on, has really helped 
me sort out every single com¬ 
partment of my life.... I have a 
commitment to me and my son 
to come out of here better, 
stronger and faster than ever.” 

Williams’ attorney, Mary T. 
Vidas of the Philadelphia firm 
Blank Rome, confirmed Friday 
that the talk-show star had 


filed for divorce in Essex 
County, New Jersey, where 
Williams has a home. 

Williams did not mention 
her estranged husband on air 
Monday. While she has not 
commented publicly on their 
separation, an Instagram video

son. As expected, Loughlin will 
not be in the cast.

Bird went on to say, “As you 
know, this season we were all 
caught off-guard by the circum¬ 
stances surrounding our friend 
Lori Loughlin and her family.” 


Hauppauge native Loughlin, 54, 
was among more than 30 parents 
charged last month in a college- 
admissions bribery scam, leading 
to Hallmark dropping the actress 
from “When Calls the Heart” and 
other programming. Bird said of 
her character, mayor and cafe- 
owner Abigail Stanton, “none of 
us has any idea what the future 
holds right now.” 

He added, “Some of you have 
asked what’ll happen to Abigail’s 
character and shared your opin¬ 
ion that Hope Valley should be an 
example of forgiveness and grace. 
Y’know, as a human being I 
couldn’t agree more, and Hope 
Valley will always be a place of 
second chances.

On Monday, Loughlin and her 
fashion designer husband, 
Mossimo Giannulli, pleaded not 
guilty to charges in the bribery 
scam, according to court docu¬ 
ments, reports The Associated 
Press. 



Is Swift hinting at new album release? 

What is Taylor Swift counting down 
to? 

After posting a countdown clock on 
her website Friday, the 29-year-old pop 
star began placing one cryptic photo a 
day across her social-media platforms, 
each with the message “4.26.” 

On Saturday, her more than 100 mil¬ 
lion followers saw a close-up of what 
appears to be a jewel-encrusted piece 
of heart-shaped jewelry. On Sunday, 

Swift posted a photo of two hands 
wearing nail polish and rings, holding 
onto the front of what seems to be a 
yellow double-breasted jacket. And on 
Monday came a close-up photo of 
some pink tulle fabric. 

Additionally, multiple outlets have 
reported billboards across the world 
with similar imagery and the URL “aprilTwentySix.com,” 
which redirects to Swift’s website. 

The countdown is to midnight on Friday, April 26. 

Fans online have speculated this is marketing ahead of 
a seventh studio album, which would be her first since 
“reputation” in November 2017. Swift utilized a similarly 
teasing campaign three months before its release, when 
snake videos appeared inexplicably on her Instagram 
page. Eventually it was revealed as marketing for that 
album’s first single, “Look What You Made Me Do,” the 
music video for which opens with a zombie-themed 
graveyard and later features a plethora of snakes, some 
serving the singer tea. - FRANK LOVECE

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Huntington Bay 
passes budget 

Huntington Bay’s Board of 
Trustees has passed a $2,138 
million budget for 2019-2020. 

The spending plan was ap¬ 
proved, 4-0, at the April 8 
board meeting. Deputy 
Mayor Dom Spada was ab¬ 
sent from the meeting. 

The budget, a 4.75 percent 
increase over the 2018 bud¬ 
get, raises taxes 2 percent 
after the previous six years 
without tax increases, Mayor 
Herb Morrow said in a phone 
interview. 

The increase translates to 
another $35 a year for the av¬ 
erage taxpayer, he said. 

The budget increases are 
mainly related to cost of per¬ 
sonnel contracts and bene¬ 
fits, the mayor added. 

“The related health care 
costs for the police depart¬ 
ment just keeps going up 
and up and up,” Morrow 
said. “I think this budget is 
really a solid one and one 
that I think the residents 
will be happy with.”

A wish list of Central Islip up¬ 
grades is now in the hands of 
state officials, who will decide 
which projects to fund through 
a nearly $10 million downtown 
revitalization grant. 

A 17-person committee, co¬ 
chaired by Islip Supervisor 
Angie Carpenter, worked on 
narrowing down proposals for 
the past six months. Develop¬ 
ment is focused along the Car- 
leton Avenue corridor, from the 
Central Islip Long Island Rail 
Road station south to Smith 
Street. Central Islip was the re¬ 
cipient of Gov. Andrew M. 
Cuomo’s 2018 Downtown Revi¬ 
talization Initiative grant. 

The 11 projects total more 
than $20 million in public and 
private investments. The state 
grant will fund $9.7 million of 
the costs. Projects backed by 
public entities would be eligi¬ 
ble for full reimbursement 
through the grant, while pri¬ 
vately sponsored initiatives 
would be eligible for up to 33 
percent state reimbursement. 

Some committee members 
spoke about their top picks. 

MARGARITA ESPADA, founder 
of Teatro Experimental 
Yerbabruja: “I am a resident of 
Central Islip. I walk in Central

A proposed historic trail will 
stretch 5 miles and include mark¬ 
ers for about 25 historic sites. 
The project costs $29,000 and is 
eligible for $20,000 from the 
grant. 

TODD JOHNSON, board mem¬ 
ber of the College Woods Civic 
Association: “The idea of sewers 
coming into the downtown area 
will be the backbone of any 
future positive development in 
Central Islip.”

The mixed-use project totals 
$4.5 million and is eligible for

$2 million from the grant. 

NANCY MANFREDONIA, with 
the Central Islip Civic Council:

Streetlights to be all 
LEDs by year’s end 

The Glen Cove City Council 
voted unanimously last Tues¬ 
day to convert its streetlights 
to more energy-efficient LED 
lights. 

About 1,635 lights through¬ 
out Glen Cove will be switched 
to LED bulbs through the 
Smart Street Lighting New 
York program. The conversion 
will cost about $650,000 and is 
expected to save the city an 
estimated $90,000 annually in 
energy and maintenance costs, 
according to Jeffrey Laino, a 
business representative for the 
New York Power Authority. 

Last year, the city spent 
nearly $80,000 to repair or 
replace streetlights, Rocco 
Graziosi, an account clerk for 
the Department of Public 
Works, said last month at a 
pre-council meeting. Laino 
said the new LED lights, which 
are designed to last at least 15 
years and come with a 10-year 
warranty, should reduce the 
city’s maintenance costs. 

Mayor Timothy Tenke 
agreed. 

“This saves energy, and it’s 
going to save the city money in 
the long run,” Tenke said. 
“There’s also no initial outlay 
of money, so this is really a 
no-brainer.” 

NYPA will cover the initial 
expenses of the project, and 
Glen Cove will reimburse the 
agency over time through its 
energy savings, Tenke said, 
adding that the project should 
be completed by the end of the 
year. 

Several municipalities on 
Long Island have already 
switched to LED lighting. The 
Town of Babylon replaced 
13,000 lights earlier this year, 
and Southampton completed 
its conversion to LED in 
November. - RACHEL UDA

Hearings on buying 
land for preservation 

Southold will hold public 
hearings this month on 
whether to move ahead with 
acquiring land that town offi¬ 
cials have called important 
preservation projects. 

The Southold Town Board 


voted 6-0 last Tuesday at a 
meeting to schedule public 
hearings for the purchase of 
conservation easements on 
properties in Mattituck and 
Greenport. 

Two combined 93.1-acre 
properties, located in the R-80 
Zoning District on the 
northerly side of Route 25 in 
Greenport, are owned by 
William King and Robert 
Turner, according to a town 
resolution. Southold will seek 
to purchase the land using 
$3,881,250 in Community 
Preservation Funds. Southold 
is also seeking to pay $1.3 
million in preservation funding 
to acquire 32.4 acres of land on 
Route 25 in Greenport from 
Island’s End Golf and Country 
Club Inc. 

The acquisitions are de¬ 
signed to protect the existing 
golf course in Greenport, pro¬ 
vide affordable recreational 
opportunities for Southold 
residents and others, and to 
prohibit “development of the 
protected areas for any other 
purpose but recreational use,” 
according to the resolution. 

Southold Councilman Bob 
Ghosio said at the meeting that 
it was “really good news” that 
the hearings are moving for¬ 
ward. “This will be one of the 
largest, if not the largest, 


preservation projects the town 
has undertaken,” he said. 

The hearings are scheduled 
for 4:30 p.m. next Tuesday at 
Southold Town Hall.

Concerns about dredging 


But DEC says Garvies Pt. 
project is in compliance

Glen Cove city officials have expressed 
concern that Uniondale-based RXR Glen 
Isle Partners disturbed wetlands during 
its construction at Garvies Point, though 
the state Department of Environmental 
Conservation said development currently 
complies with approved plans. 

Three members of the Glen Cove City 
Council — Joseph Capobianco, Nicholas 
DiLeo Jr. and Kevin Maccarone — sent a 
letter to the DEC on Thursday asking 
the agency to investigate whether the de¬ 
veloper was permitted to dredge the wet¬ 
lands on the banks of Glen Cove Creek. 


DEC officials regularly inspect the 
site of the $1 billion development, which 
will include 1,110 condominiums and 
apartments, public parks and marinas, 
to ensure the work is in compliance 
with approved permits, the DEC said Fri¬ 
day. There is also a full-time DEC-con- 
tracted professional monitoring the 
progress at the site. 

“Obviously, this dredging — and its 
devastating impact on the vegetation 
and wildlife — is of great concern to us 
and all our residents,” the letter reads. 
“This takes on heightened significance 
in light of the size of the ongoing RXR 
projects and the many environmental 
concerns it brings with it.” 

The issue was raised Tuesday at a 
City Council meeting by a resident, 
Dave Nieri. Nieri showed the council 
old photos of the bank of the creek, 
which was covered in marsh grass and 


trees, and recent photos he took where 
the site appears barren. 

“How did RXR get clearance from the 
DEC to completely obliterate the largest 
wetlands on the creek?” Nieri said at the 
meeting. “It’s destroyed.” 

The DEC on Friday confirmed to 
Newsday that the agency received the 
letter, which included the photos. Ac¬ 
cording to the DEC, part of the project 
requires the excavation of a portion of 
the slope leading down to the water¬ 
front at Captain’s Cove. Asphalt, debris 
and invasive species will be removed so 
it can be replaced with new soil and 
fringe marsh with native species. 

Joe Graziose, RXR executive vice pres¬ 
ident of residential development and 
construction, said the construction on 
the creek is “100 percent in line” with en¬ 
vironmental regulations and that the 
city has approved the developer’s plans.

Town, workers’ union open negotiations

Oyster Bay officials and the town’s 
public workers union have begun negoti¬ 
ating changes to their current contract. 

“There have been discussions between 
management and the union to make some 
changes to the contract,” Deputy Supervi¬ 
sor Gregory Carman said. 

Jarvis Brown, Civil Service Employees 
Association Local 881 president, said the 
union started the formal process of re¬ 
opening the contract with a letter sent Fri¬ 
day to Town Supervisor Joseph Saladino. 

“We want to start negotiating our re¬ 
opener, and a reopen is only for positive 
gain, nothing negative,” Brown said, 
adding the union wants to extend the 
contract, which ends on Dec. 31, 2021. 

Saladino has already agreed to give 
back six paid holiday work days to sani¬ 
tation workers, Brown said. Previously, 
sanitation workers received time-and-a- 
half-pay on certain holidays and days 
around holidays. The current contract 


cut that pay for those days for sanitation 
workers, but not other town employees. 
Those six days represented a third of 
the holiday pay lost by the sanitation 
workers, Brown said. 

“Six of them were given back and, of 
course, through the reopener, there’s 
more negotiation to be had,” Brown said. 

Carman said returning those six days 
“is just bringing pay parity for those 
members of the sanitation department 
that work on holidays.” 

Any changes to the contract would re¬ 
quire town board approval, Carman said. 

The contract states the union may re¬ 
quest the town reopen it any time after 
Jan. 1, 2020. 

Carman and Brown said the town has 
backed away from a planned reconfigu¬ 
ration of sanitation routes. Last year the 
town board approved $145,000 for study¬ 
ing new sanitation routes. 

Town Clerk James Altadonna Jr., who 
is challenging Saladino in the November 
election, said new contract talks were 
“Saladino’s attempt to control union 


members during a contested election.” 
Altadonna said a union contract should 
be “designed to incentivize our work¬ 
force in a fair and productive way from 
the very beginning.” 

In an emailed statement, Saladino 
said Altadonna was “insincere” and had 
been “sitting silent while the prior town 
board punished workers with salary re¬ 
ductions.” 

The holiday pay issue is among sev¬ 
eral included in a lawsuit brought 
against the union last year in state court 
in Riverhead by nearly five dozen sanita¬ 
tion workers who alleged the CSEA 
didn’t represent them fairly in contract 
negotiations. The union refutes the alle¬ 
gations. 

The sanitation workers’ attorney, Svet¬ 
lana Sobel of Syosset, said talk of changes 
to the contract were positive but “just be¬ 
cause promises are being made, the law¬ 
suit’s not going anywhere.“ 

“The bottom line,” Sobel said, “is the 
sanitation employees were unfairly tar¬ 
geted by cuts.” 


Restrictions 
proposed on 
vape sales

Oyster Bay Town Supervisor 
Joseph Saladino has proposed 
new restrictions on the sale of 
electronic cigarettes and the loca¬ 
tion of hookah lounges in the 
town over concerns about the im¬ 
pact of the tobacco products on 
public health and quality of life. 

Citing the dangers that e-ciga- 
rettes, also known as vapes, pose 
to the health of young people in 
particular, Saladino said the new 
legislation would keep vape 
stores and hookah lounges con¬ 
fined to light industrial zones in 
the town. 

“The public made it loud and 
clear, they don’t want more vape 
shops and these lounges in resi¬ 
dential areas, near schools, ”he 
said. “These initiatives will help 
protect young people and the 
overall quality of life in the town.” 

The proposal, if approved by 
the town board, would require 
vape shops to post warnings 
about e-cigarettes’ dangers. It 
would also prohibit vape shops 
and hookah lounges from open¬ 
ing within 1,000 feet of residential 
zones, schools, libraries and other 
gathering places, Saladino said. 

A number of other Long Island 
municipalities have sought to 
curb the proliferation of such es¬ 
tablishments in recent years. 
Brookhaven in 2016 banned new 
indoor smoking lounges from 
sites near homes and public 
places. Smithtown last year re¬ 
stricted hookah lounges and vape 
stores from operating within 
1,500 feet of parks, playgrounds, 
schools and religious institutions, 
and Hempstead began requiring 
vape stores to post signs warning 
that they contain nicotine that is 
addictive and that smoking them 
can be a health hazard. 

The New York State Depart¬ 
ment of Health describes e-ciga- 
rette use among young people 
as “a major public health con¬ 
cern,” as the nicotine they con¬ 
tain is very addictive and can be 
harmful to developing brains. 

E-cigarette use among young 
people in the state has nearly dou¬ 
bled from 10.5 percent in 2014 to 
20.6 percent in 2016, according to 
the health department. 

Saladino said the town board 
will hold a May 7 public hearing 
on the proposal. 
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A sense of loss 
at Notre Dame 

T he flames that stabbed the Paris sky Monday evening did more 
than ravage the Notre Dame Cathedral, one of the world’s most fa¬ 
mous edifices. The frightening glow emanating from a place that 
has endured more than eight centuries of turmoil pierced our sense of 
permanence, and left us all utterly unnerved. 

Notre Dame’s sheer size was meant to inspire, to force one’s gaze up¬ 
ward, to foster in its patrons the humility of being confronted with 
something greater than themselves. It took 100 years to build, begin¬ 
ning in 1160, an icon of Gothic architecture that became a treasure not 
only for France but also all mankind. And it was so much more than a 
place of worship. With its soaring grace and peerless beauty, Notre 
Dame served as a testament to human ingenuity and imagination. 

So the world watched helplessly as fire felled the cathedral’s steeple. 
Most of the interior is presumed destroyed. The feeling of loss will 
linger, whether one remembers the glorious rose windows, the fres¬ 
coes, the sculptures, the organ, the stone gargoyles, the flying but¬ 
tresses, the view of Paris from atop the south tower, or the mesmeriz¬ 
ing sight of the cathedral bathed in light at night. 

Notre Dame has struggled before. Its treasures were damaged, 
stolen or destroyed before. In the 19th century, the spire was replaced. 
When Paris was liberated in World War II, the celebratory mass was 
held in Notre Dame. As it burned Monday, millions around the world 
mourned as they shared their memories and searched for photos. 

The cathedral was in disrepair. That the fire might be linked to ongo¬ 
ing renovation work being done on the spire spoke to human fallibility. 
That it broke out during Easter Week was cruel irony. This is the most 
solemn time of the year for Catholics, but the somber events marked 
by the faithful conclude with a message of rebirth and resurrection. 

We wish that now for Notre Dame. — The editorial board 
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Standing against the 
loud anti-vax voices 

N ew York State is in a public health crisis. 

But a small group of loud voices isn’t interested in facts. In¬ 
stead, protesters who oppose vaccination are using intimida¬ 
tion, ugly phone calls, social media posts and in-person confrontations 
to go after state lawmakers who are seeking to address the outbreak. 

Their vitriol comes as the U.S. measles outbreak has spread to 20 
states, with 555 cases confirmed. Contrast that with the situation in 
Madagascar, where more than 1,200 people have died, and more than 
115,000 have been sickened, from a measles epidemic. Mothers are beg¬ 
ging people to give their babies a shot but the resources are lacking. 

In perhaps the most egregious example closer to home, anti-vax pro¬ 
testers swarmed around State Sens. Kevin Thomas and Jim Gaughran 
during a recent unrelated news conference, even blocking Thomas’ car. 
Thomas is a co-sponsor of a bill that would end religious exemptions 
for vaccination, a much-abused loophole. It’s one thing to disagree, 
with integrity, on how to confront public policy issues fraught with 
competing principles. That requires nuanced debate. It’s quite another 
for protesters with troubling agendas to aggressively and physically tar¬ 
get state lawmakers to silence them. For shame. 

What these protesters want to do is spread misinformation. This na¬ 
tion has no excuse for the outbreak that shows no sign of abating. Here 
in New York, lawmakers should not let a few loud voices influence 
their decision-making. Thomas is commended for standing his ground.

In ’ 12 , Mangano had 
no plan to reassess 

In “Settlements galore” 
[News, April 4], Newsday 
reported that as Nassau 
County executive, Edward 
Mangano “had hoped to 
move to a four-year cycle to 
give the county more time 
to build a more accurate as¬ 
sessment system. But super¬ 
storm Sandy in 2012 dam¬ 
aged thousand of homes 
and delayed the reassess¬ 
ment.” 

This is not true. Sandy 
was simply an excuse used 
by the Mangano administra¬ 
tion so it could delay re¬ 
assessment and continue re¬ 
ceiving huge political dona¬ 
tions from entities that 
would benefit from such 
delay. 

How do we know this? 
First, because when Sandy 
hit New York on Oct. 29, 
2012, the tentative rolls for 
2013-14 had already been 


generated. No attempt had 
been made to reassess by 
that point, and no attempt 
was made thereafter to ei¬ 
ther bring in a consultant to 
reassess, or to restaff the 
Department of Assessment 
so it could do the job. The 
Department of Assessment 
continued to operate with 
an underqualified acting as¬ 
sessor, who had no ability 
to reassess 350,000 proper¬ 
ties. 

With appropriate staffing, 
and a qualified assessor or 
consultant, reassessment im¬ 
mediately after Sandy 
would have been far more 
equitable to those affected, 
but no attempt was made. 

It is worth noting that 
New York City reassessed 
after Sandy, saving those in 
damaged properties mil¬ 
lions of dollars.

Righteous rebel or public enemy? 


It’s hard to deny the fact that some of 
Assange’s disclosures were beneficial 



T he arrest of WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange in 
London last week after the 
withdrawal of his asylum at the 
Ecuadorian embassy has gener¬ 
ated a variety of reactions, in¬ 
cluding Donald Trump’s amne¬ 
sia about his affection for Wik¬ 
iLeaks as an ally against Hillary 
Clinton. Today, Trump’s Justice 
Department is prosecuting As¬ 
sange for conspiracy for his al¬ 
leged role in the theft of classi¬ 
fied documents WikiLeaks pub¬ 
lished, and many on the left see 
this as an assault on freedom of 
the press. Libertarians, too, are 
inclined to see Assange as a hero 
who fought a valiant battle to 
hold governments accountable 
and expose malfeasance. 

But one can strongly support 
limited government and account¬ 
ability, and even agree that some 
WikiLeaks disclosures have 
been beneficial, and still regard 
the 47-year-old hacker/journalist 
as one of the bad guys. 


In 2011, when Assange faced 
off against conservative British 
journalist Douglas Murray in a 
debate on whistleblowers spon¬ 
sored by the London-based New 
Statesman magazine, Murray ar¬ 
gued that WikiLeaks itself 
lacked accountability. Demo¬ 
cratic governments, Murray 
said, may be far from perfect as 
arbiters of what information 
should be kept secret, but they 
are still better suited for that role 
than self-appointed watchdogs 
with no checks and balances. 
“Governments are elected,” Mur¬ 
ray said. “You, Mr. Assange, are 
not. Who guards the guardians?” 

This might be a bit too full- 
throated an endorsement of “gov¬ 
ernment knows best.” Nonethe¬ 
less, a look at Assange’s career 
suggests Murray had a point. As 
Canadian journalist Terry 
Glavin notes in Maclean’s maga¬ 
zine, even the expose that made 
WikiLeaks famous in 2010 — a 
video that showed footage of a 
2007 U.S. airstrike in Baghdad 
that killed more than a dozen 
civilians, including two journal¬ 
ists — was edited to obscure the 
fact that the soldiers thought the

group included armed insur¬ 
gents. 

Critics also point out that Wik¬ 
iLeaks has released information 
that had little public-interest 
value but could be damaging to 
U.S. and allied troops, such as de¬ 
tails of an Army system for jam¬ 
ming radio signals used to set off 
explosive devices. Just as repre- 
hensibly, Assange and his team 
have shown little regard for the 
lives of Afghans named in classi¬ 
fied documents as assisting 
NATO forces, or for the safety of 


people living under authoritar¬ 
ian regimes. 

It is worth noting that authori¬ 
tarian states have drawn little of 
Assange’s ire. He has a notori¬ 
ously friendly relationship with 
the Kremlin; in 2012, he even 
hosted a show on its propaganda 
network, Russia Today. Several 
years ago, WikiLeaks turned 
down a trove of classified Rus¬ 
sian documents many of which 
would have exposed Moscow’s il¬ 
legal war against Ukraine. When 
the Panama Papers — leaked 


documents on the operation of 
offshore bank accounts — were 
made public in 2016, Assange 
criticized the coverage of the 
story for too much “Putin bash¬ 
ing North Korea bashing.” 

Assange supporters see him 
as a brave crusader against the 
powers that be. But in the real 
world, democratic govern¬ 
ments — which are capable of 
abuses of power — are pitted 
not only against whistleblowers 
and other righteous rebels, but 
against terrorists, dictators of 
various stripes, and other politi¬ 
cal forces hostile to human 
rights. When rebels effectively 
ally themselves with those 
forces, they lose all claim to 
righteousness. 

Assange’s alliance with the 
Kremlin included, according to 
indictments by U.S. special coun¬ 
sel Robert Mueller, the use of 
WikiLeaks as a tool in dissemi¬ 
nating documents that damaged 
Clinton during the 2016 election, 
thus aiding the Trump cam¬ 
paign. The fact that Assange is 
now being prosecuted by the ad¬ 
ministration he may have helped 
bring into existence has an unde¬ 
niable element of poetic justice.

A reckoning with 
the budget tussle, 
governor’s power

ALBANY — Young progres¬ 
sives who won fall elections to 
help create the new Democrat- 
led State Legislature entered this 
session with a fiery idealism, 
planning to shun the old way of 
doing things. 

There were some quick wins, 
including laws passed to autho¬ 
rize early voting, more gun con¬ 
trol, codifying abortion rights in 
state law and protections for 
transgender people. In addition, 
in a rare move, Assembly 
Speaker Carl Heastie and Senate 
Majority Leader Andrea Stewart- 
Cousins on March 13 stripped 
out dozens of Gov. Andrew M. 
Cuomo’s policy proposals from 
their budget proposals to avoid 
being forced to approve policy 
deals in order to pass a state bud¬ 
get. 

Then reality set in. Cuomo 
ended up getting his top policy 
priorities in the $175.5 billion bud¬ 
get adopted April 1 in a process 
that was still largely under his 
control. 

“The process is whack,” 
tweeted Sen. Julia Salazar (D- 
Brooklyn). The 28-year-old pro¬ 
gressive, like many of the new 
progressives, won office by tak¬ 
ing on her own party in a pri¬ 
mary. 

“I’m very upset at this vote,” 
said Assemb. Yuh-Line Niou (D- 
Manhattan), 32, in a floor speech 
casting her vote for the budget 
April 1. “This way of voting with 
no transparency makes it so that 
we are given false choices to 
make.” 

In the end, Cuomo got his per¬ 
manent cap on the growth of 
property tax levies, a congestion 
pricing plan to reduce traffic in 
Manhattan while providing a 
funding stream to improve sub¬ 
ways and commuter rails, and a 


management overhaul with mas¬ 
sive new capital funding for the 
Metropolitan Transportation Au¬ 
thority. He also held the increase 
in school aid in hard fiscal times 
to $50 million over his proposal, 
compared to the up to $1.6 billion 
more sought by the legislature; 
and secured most of his criminal 
justice reforms. 

In the final 24 hours of closed- 
door negotiations, Cuomo also 
used his considerable leverage 
under budget law to include new 
items into the discussion includ¬ 
ing sealing his own 40 percent 
pay raise — bringing it to 
$250,000 in 2021 — approved by 
a commission in December. He 
also was able to create another 
commission to decide on 
whether and how to implement 
public financing of campaigns, 
which took the issue away from 
progressive rank-and-file mem¬ 
bers who made that issue a 
major goal of the budget. 

Confronting the old guard 

The budget session so frus¬ 
trated some of the progressives 
that they are now pushing to 
limit Cuomo’s budget power 
through legislation or in a new 


court ruling. The effort comes 
amid some friction within the 
Democratic Party as the progres¬ 
sives try to push for change 
harder and faster than the older 
guard considers prudent. 

Cuomo has called this budget 
his strongest progressive one 
and made no apologies for the 
process. 

“The last time someone tried to 
change the process it went down 
in flames after New Yorkers re¬ 
jected it by an embarrassing 2 to 1 
margin,” said Cuomo spokesman 
Rich Azzopardi. He referred to 
challengers to Cuomo in 2018 by 
Democratic progressive activist 
Cynthia Nixon in the primary and 
Republican Marc Molinaro in the 
general election. 

The legislature can rightly 
claim a piece of the victories, par¬ 
ticularly in what it said was its 
large role in approving the crimi¬ 
nal justice reform package, 
which included ending cash bail 
for most misdemeanors and non¬ 
violent felonies. 

“For those who were hoping for 
intraparty fireworks, they must 
have been disappointed,” said 
Lawrence Levy, executive dean of 
Hofstra University’s National Cen¬ 


ter for Suburban Studies. “The ma¬ 
jority members, especially the 
new ones in the Senate, took a 
while to be sure of their footing.” 

15 freshman Democrats 

Now, these freshmen and 
sophomores are looking to rally 
after Cuomo’s continued mas¬ 
tery of the budget process. Fif¬ 
teen of the 39 Democrats in the 
Senate majority are freshmen, an 
unusually large incoming class. 

“We’ve seen how this process 
is done,” said Sen. Alessandra Bi- 
aggi (D-Bronx). In casting her 
vote for the budget, the 33-year- 
old freshman reminded her col¬ 
leagues “too many members in 
this chamber left in handcuffs” 
and the budget process this year 
showed the corrupting influence 
of money in Albany. 

“It is illuminating, it is inspir¬ 
ing and we look forward to trans¬ 
forming it,” she said. “We will do 
better because our time has just 
begun.” 

Past legislatures, however, 
have railed against the legal lever¬ 
age of governors under state law, 
but rarely dared change it. 

One of the legislature’s own 
toughest critics, veteran Assemb. 
Charles Barron (D-Brooklyn), 
said the legislature again failed 
to push back at Cuomo, but he 


sees a glimmer of hope. He 
noted that 16 Democrats in the 
Assembly majority voted against 
“the big ugly” omnibus budget 
bill on April 1. 

“That’s never happened be¬ 
fore,” said Barron, 68, who as a 
longtime leading progressive 
voted against the budget, saying 
it did too little for the poor and 
for education. “I’m hoping they 
will do more votes like that ear¬ 
lier . . . they need to prioritize 
the people over party.” 

The view outside Albany also 
showed a mixed bag. 

“There was still far too much 
done in the budget, enhancing an 
already strong governorship be¬ 
yond what was intended or is de¬ 
sirable,” said Gerald Benjamin, 
distinguished professor of politi¬ 
cal science at the State Univer¬ 
sity of New York at New Paltz. 

“I think we are headed in the 
right direction,” said Susan 
Lerner, executive director of the 
Common Cause-NY good-gov¬ 
ernment group, which has long 
supported opening the budget 
process more to rank-and-file leg¬ 
islators and the public. “They 
still don’t know how to do a leg¬ 
islative process.” 

The governor’s power comes 
from a 2004 Court of Appeals de¬ 
cision that has haunted legisla- 
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tors. The decision — Silver v. 
Pataki — said the state constitu¬ 
tion provides governors with the 
power to include policy in the 
budget, giving the legislature 
only the power to delete or re¬ 
duce items or to try to negotiate 
changes. If the April 1 deadline 
passes without a budget, a gover¬ 
nor can include his or her budget 
in emergency spending exten¬ 
ders, which leaves the legislature 
with the option of approving the 
extenders or rejecting them and 
risk shutting down government. 

“This is not a monarchy,” said 
veteran Sen. Gustavo Rivera (D- 
Bronx). “This is supposed to be a 
democracy.” 

Constitutional amendment 

The conflict dates back more 
than 90 years. Several attempts 
had been made by that time to re¬ 
duce the legislature’s power in 
crafting a budget after pork-bar¬ 
rel spending bloated spending. 
Back then, governors could only 
veto spending bills subject to 
override by the legislature. In 
1927, Gov. A1 Smith eventually 
pushed for a constitutional 
amendment — which voters ap¬ 
proved — that gave governors 
the power and responsibility of 
the state’s fiscal plan and lever¬ 
age over the legislature. 


The Democratic majorities of 
the Senate and Assembly could 
try to legislate more power in 
budget crafting or propose a con¬ 
stitutional amendment to voters. 
But those efforts would be sub¬ 
ject to a likely veto by Cuomo, re¬ 
quiring an uncertain override by 
two-thirds of each house. 

The legislature also could go to 
court to argue for a new interpreta¬ 
tion of the state constitution 
under Silver v. Pataki , but past leg¬ 
islative leaders worry they might 
lose even more leverage. 

“In terms of the budget-mak¬ 
ing power, it’s too far tilted to¬ 
ward the executive,” said fresh¬ 
man Sen. John Liu, 52, a Queens 
freshman with extensive politi¬ 
cal experience as the New York 
City comptroller and city coun¬ 
cilman. “There does need to be 
clarification in the balance. . . . 
My colleagues are looking at it 
from all points of view.” 

Last week legislative leaders 
responded to the progressives’ 
demand for a stronger hand. 

“We have to look at a way to 
equalize our power, certainly in 
the context of the budget,” Stew- 
art-Cousins said. 

“It’s something that members 
always want to talk about and at 
some point we will talk about it,” 
said Heastie. 


Police shoot and kill 
Bronx man with knife

An NYPD officer shot and 
killed a Bronx man late Sunday 
after he threatened other ten¬ 
ants in his apartment complex 
and lunged at responding cops 
with a knife and a broom han¬ 
dle, officials said. 

The suspect, identified Mon¬ 
day night as Kawaski Trawick, 
had a history of causing disrup¬ 
tive problems at the building, 
police said. He was transported 
to Bronx Lebanon Hospital 
after the confrontation and pro¬ 
nounced dead at 11:46 p.m., offi¬ 
cials said. Police did not release 
Trawick’s age. 

Police officers had initially 
used a Taser on the man and 
were able to knock him to the 
ground, said NYPD Chief of De¬ 
partment Terence Monahan be¬ 
fore the suspect’s name was re¬ 
leased. But when the two cops 


went further into the suspect’s 
apartment on Grand Avenue in 
Morris Heights, he jumped up 
and grabbed the knife and 
broom handle, which was 
wrapped with tape, Monahan 
said. 

Two officers backed out of 
the apartment but the man con¬ 
tinued to “advance quickly” to¬ 
ward them, police said. At that 
point, one of the officers fired 
four shots, striking the suspect 
in the chest, Monahan told re¬ 
porters during a briefing on the 
incident. The two cops went to 
a hospital for evaluation but 
were released with no injuries. 

According to Monahan, the 
man later identified as Trawick 
had no prior documented his¬ 
tory of emotional disturbance. 
At about 11 p.m. Sunday, he 
called the FDNY to report 
being locked out of his apart¬ 
ment and said part of it was on 
fire, Monahan said. The build¬ 


ing houses people in need of as¬ 
sistance for homelessness, drug 
abuse and health problems, po¬ 
lice said. 

After responding, FDNY fire¬ 
fighters entered the apartment 
and found there was no fire, Mon¬ 
ahan said. About the same time 
as the fire call, police received 911 
calls reporting the suspect was 
threatening other tenants and 
banging on doors with a large 
stick, Monahan said. The suspect 
had been arrested back in Janu¬ 
ary for threatening the building 
super and breaking a window, 
Monahan said. 

The officer who opened fire 
was wearing an activated body 
worn camera\, Monahan said. 
From a review of the recording, 
Monahan said, he believed the 
shooting was justified. The offi¬ 
cer’s partner was not wearing a 
body camera, something that 
was under investigation, Mona¬ 
han said.

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The rush to file taxes

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BANK SHARES SINK, 
PULL INDEXES DOWN 

U.S. stock indexes edged 
lower on Monday, pulled down 
by sinking bank stocks, and the 
S&P 500 fell for just the third 
time in the last three weeks. 

Goldman Sachs recorded one 
of the largest losses in the S&P 
500 after describing a “muted 
start to the year,” even though its 
earnings for the first quarter still 
beat analysts’ expectations. Citi¬ 
group also slipped following its 
earnings report, as banks lead off 
a quarterly reporting season that 
analysts expect to be the weak¬ 
est in nearly three years. 

The S&P 500 fell 0.1 percent 
to 2,905.58. The Dow Jones In¬ 
dustrial Average fell 27.53 
points to 26,384.77, and the Nas¬ 
daq composite lost 0.1 percent, 
to close at 7,976.01. The Russell 
2000 index of small-cap stocks 
dropped 0.4 percent to 1,579.17. 

The S&P 500 nevertheless re¬ 
mains within 0.9 percent of its 
record following its torrid start 
to the year, after the Federal Re¬ 
serve said it may not raise inter¬ 
est rates at all in 2019. 

“I think we’re going to see eq¬ 
uities continue to confound their 
critics and advance,” said Margie 
Patel, senior portfolio manager 
at Wells Fargo Asset Manage¬ 
ment. She said she expects 
growth for both the economy 
and corporate earnings to reac¬ 
celerate later this year, in large 
part because of the Federal Re¬ 
serve’s pledge to hit pause on in¬ 
terest rate hikes. — AP 
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Taxpayers and tax 
preparers feel the 
last-minute crunch

Complications from having 
his appendix removed kept 
Michael Catalano from filing 
his income tax returns until 
Monday’s deadline, but he was 
happy to hear he and his wife, 
Michelle, are getting a refund. 

“I usually do them much ear¬ 
lier,” Catalano said at the H&R 
Block office in New Hyde Park. 
“Last year I did the taxes online 
in March, but we’re late this 
year because of my health. ” 

The couple from Little 
Neck, Queens, was among 27 
clients who had been seen at 
the H&R Block office on Hill¬ 
side Avenue between 9 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m. on Monday. An¬ 
other 20 or so were expected 
before the office was to close 
around 10 p.m., according to of¬ 
fice manager Gary Tateosian. 

Those taxpayers were 
among hundreds of Long Is¬ 
landers rushing to file their 
federal and state income tax re¬ 
turns by midnight Monday. 
Many were adjusting to the fed¬ 
eral Tax Cuts and Jobs Act of 
2017, which reduced taxes for 
some, but also capped deduc¬ 
tions of state and local taxes, 
or SALT, at $10,000. 

“With all of the changes in 
the tax laws, we wanted to come 
in and work with someone,” 
said Michael Catalano, a retiree. 
“I’m relieved because we’re get-

Factories’ 
hiring woes 
seen likely 
to continue

The struggle among manufac¬ 
turers to fill open jobs is likely to 
continue because of the shrink¬ 
ing labor pool and growing need 
for workers with high-tech skills. 

Those are conclusions in a re¬ 
port this month from the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufac¬ 
turers; the NAM is a trade group 
for manufacturers that includes 
thousands of small businesses. 

The report written by NAM 
chief economist Chad Moutray 
noted that in a survey in March 
manufacturers said their inabil¬ 
ity to attract and retain talent 
was their biggest concern, as it 
was for the previous two and a 
half years. A quarter of those 
surveyed said they’ve had to 
turn down new business oppor¬ 
tunities because they didn’t 
have the staffers they needed to 
fulfill the contracts. 

There were 477,000 job open¬ 
ings in manufacturing compa¬ 
nies in February, up from 
436,000 a year earlier, accord¬ 
ing to the Labor Department. 
That represented nearly 7.5 per¬ 
cent of the total number of 
openings in the private sector. 
It was down moderately from 
the more than half a million 
openings in August that 
Moutray cited in his report. 

The greatest number of job 
openings were in some of the 
biggest manufacturing subsec¬ 
tors: transportation equipment, 
chemicals, computer and elec¬ 
tronics products, and machin¬ 
ery. Those industries accounted 
for nearly two-thirds of the 
openings, according to 
Moutray. But while those indus¬ 
tries turn out staples like cars 
and cleaning products, their job 
openings tend to be high-tech. 

“The manufacturing sectors 
that are generating the most 
job openings have tended to 
be highly technical in nature, 
requiring specialized and ad¬ 
vanced training,” the report 
says. The workers that manu¬ 
facturers are trying to recruit 
are also being sought by other 
companies as well as the gov¬ 
ernment and universities; that 
contributes to the manufactur¬ 
ing sector’s struggles. 

The report was based on 
data collected in 2018.

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Big retailers embrace CBD in murky landscape 



CBD oil is added to coffee at a Fort Lauderdale shop. In New York City that might fetch the owner a fine. Regulations vary by city and state. 


Mainstream retailers are leap¬ 
ing into the world of CBD, or 
cannabidiol, a compound de¬ 
rived from hemp and marijuana 
that doesn’t cause a high. 

Retailers are taking advan¬ 
tage of the booming industry 
even as its legal status and 
health benefits remain murky. 
And the flood of products is 
testing how federal regulators 
can police it. 

Retail sales of CBD con¬ 
sumer products in 2018 were es¬ 
timated at $2 billion, according 
to Cowen & Co. By 2025 that 
figure could hit $16 billion, the 
investment firm predicts. 

CBD has been cropping up in 
everything from dog treats to 
bath balms. Domestic diva 
Martha Stewart is working with 
Canada’s Canopy Growth Corp. 
to develop CBD products. And 
the largest U.S. mall owner, 
Simon Property Group, has 
hooked up with a cannabis 
goods maker to open 100 kiosks 
at its U.S. malls by midsummer. 

Authentic Fitness is planning 
to sell CBD foot creams, oils and 
soaps under the Nine West 
brand this fall. And CVS Health 
is beginning to sell CBD-infused 
creams, sprays, lotions and 
salves at 800 stores in seven 
states; drugstore rivals Wal¬ 
greens and Rite Aid are now fol¬ 
lowing suit. Barneys New York 
has opened a shop in Beverly 
Hills, California, that sells CBD- 
infused creams. 

“There’s definitely a huge op¬ 
portunity for expansion,” said 
Matthew Mazzucca, creative di¬ 
rector at Barneys New York. But 
he acknowledged the legal hur¬ 
dles are hard to navigate and 
companies should take it slow. 

Indeed, some are doing that. 
Walmart says it doesn’t have 
plans to carry CBD-infused prod¬ 
ucts at this time, and Target, 


which in 2017 sold hemp extract 
products on its website but 
quickly yanked them, said it’s 
monitoring the situation. 

Meanwhile, online behemoth 
Amazon is staying clear of the 
stuff. Spokeswoman Cecilia Fan 
says the company prohibits the 
sale of products that contain 
CBD and will remove them from 
its site if it sees them. 

Only drugs reviewed by the 


U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration as safe and effective 
can make assertions that they 
treat or prevent diseases or 
medical conditions. Many 
CBD producers try to get 
around that by using vague 
language about general health 
and well-being. 

CBD is operating within a 
patchwork of regulations that 
vary by cities and states. In 


New York City, regulators are 
prohibiting outlets from selling 
CBD-infused food and bever¬ 
ages, threatening them with 
fines. Maine’s governor, on the 
other hand, signed an emer¬ 
gency bill in March allowing 
CBD in food products after 
state inspectors warned stores 
to pull them from shelves ear¬ 
lier in the year. 

The farm bill, passed late 
last year, gave states and the 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture authority to regulate in¬ 
dustrial hemp, a type of 
cannabis that is high in CBD. 
That opened the door to 
hemp-derived CBD products. 

But the farm bill gave the FDA 
authority over the food supply 


and the agency recently warned 
that it’s illegal to add CBD or 
THC — the compound that 
gives marijuana its high — to 
human or animal food and bever¬ 
ages and transport it over state 
lines. Dietary supplements using 
CBD are also illegal. 

Stores such as CVS and Wal¬ 
greens are sticking with skin 
creams and lotions where the 
FDA hasn’t specifically ex¬ 
pressed concern. Others are 
“rolling the dice” and selling 
CBD-infused drinks and sup¬ 
plements anyway. Whitt 
Steineker, an Alabama attor¬ 
ney who advises the hemp in¬ 
dustry, notes, “They have de¬ 
termined the reward is worth 
the risk.” 


Awaiting evidence 

■ CBD’s ubiquity in the market persists despite very little evidence 
for the health claims the industry touts. Proponents say CBD 
treats pain, reduces anxiety, helps you sleep and keeps you focused. 
But most assertions are based on studies in rats, mice or in test 
tubes. Human research has been done, but only on small 
numbers of people.

ings as of early April. That 
compares with 5,864 closures 
and 3,239 openings for the full 
year 2018. 

The number of closures indi¬ 
cates that traditional retailers are 
struggling to respond to shop¬ 
pers’ increasing shift online even 
as they’re working hard to rein-

vent their businesses. 

In February, Payless Shoe- 
Source announced it was clos¬ 
ing all 2,100 of its U.S. stores, 
making it one of the biggest 
store liquidations. Also ac¬ 
counting for a big chunk of 
store closures this year is chil¬ 
dren’s retailer Gymboree, 
which is closing its remaining 
750 stores, and fast-fashion re¬ 
tailer Charlotte Russe, which 
shuttered its remaining 400 
stores this spring. 


Plenty of chains are shrink¬ 
ing their footprint. Gap Inc. 
said last month it would close 
about 200 Gap and Banana Re¬ 
public stores in the next three 
years. Discount chain Fred’s 
said last week that it would be 
closing 159 stores. 

Deborah Weinswig, founder 
and CEO of Coresight Re¬ 
search, said the low 2018 total 
was actually an anomaly and 
the industry would return to a 
faster rate of closures in 2019.

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Microsoft emails exposed 

Users of Microsoft’s Outlook, Hot¬ 
mail and MSN email services had 
their accounts exposed for nearly 
three months after hackers gained 
unauthorized access via an Outlook 
customer support account. Micro¬ 
soft said the breach, which occurred 
between January and March, let 
hackers view individuals’ personal 
information such as message recipi¬ 
ents and email subject lines. The 
software giant didn’t disclose how 
many email users had their accounts 
exposed; officials said that the hack¬ 
ers were unable to get access to the 
email information of the majority of 
the accounts that were compro¬ 
mised. According to a statement 
from Microsoft, the company noti¬ 
fied approximately 6 percent of “the 
original, already limited subset of 
consumers” that the “bad actors” 
gained unauthorized access to the 
content of their email accounts. The 
company said it then provided “addi¬ 
tional guidance and support,” and in¬ 
creased its detection and monitor¬ 
ing of the affected accounts. — TNS 

Best Buy names new CEO 

The executive credited with re¬ 
viving a struggling Best Buy is 
stepping aside. Hubert Joly, 59, is 
handing leadership of the reinvigo¬ 
rated electronics retailer to long¬ 
time executive Corie Barry, 43, as 
part of the company’s succession 
plan effective June 11. Barry, who 
is the company’s chief financial 
and strategic transformation offi¬ 
cer, will become the fifth CEO in 
Best Buy’s 53-year history and the 
company’s first female CEO. Joly 
will become executive chairman 
of the board after stepping down. 
It was only a few years ago when 
skeptics were ready to write the 
obituary of Best Buy. But under 
Joly, who took over as CEO in 
2012, the company is being rein¬ 
vented, focusing on driving online 
revenue as well as improving the 
in-store experience as many tradi¬ 
tional retailers face dwindling 
foot traffic and sales. Online sales 
now account for about 22 percent 
of Best Buy’s business. The com¬ 
pany is also pushing more into 
the health field, acquiring a com¬ 
pany last year called GreatCall 
that provides emergency response 
devices for the aging. 
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AT&T sells stake in Hulu 

AT&T has sold its 9.5 percent 
share in Hulu back to the streaming 
TV company, leaving Disney and 
Comcast as its sole owners. Hulu 
said Monday AT&T sold its stake for 
$1.43 billion, valuing Hulu at $15 bil¬ 
lion. AT&T came by its stake after 
buying Time Warner, which in¬ 
vested $583 million in Hulu in 2016. 
The Walt Disney Co. wound up with 
a 60 percent share after buying 
much of 21st Century Fox. NBCUni- 
versal parent Comcast Corp. owns 
30 percent. Hulu CEO Randy Freer 
said in a statement that AT&T’s 
WarnerMedia, which provides con¬ 
tent to the service, will remain “a val¬ 
ued partner.” Hulu’s $6-a-month ser¬ 
vice lets users watch original series 
and network TV episodes after they 
air on TV. It has a newer live-TV ser¬ 
vice that costs $45 a month.

Ex-VW CEO charged with fraud 

German prosecutors charged for¬ 
mer Volkswagen CEO Martin Win¬ 
terkorn and four others with fraud in 
the emissions cheating scandal that 
has helped turn many Europeans 
against diesel engines and acceler¬ 
ated the push toward electric cars. 
Prosecutors said Monday Win¬ 
terkorn knew about the scheme 
since at least May 2014 and failed to 
put a stop to it. That contradicted his 
claim that he didn’t learn about it 
until shortly before U.S. investigators 
announced it in September 2015. Win¬ 
terkorn resigned as CEO five days 
later. VW has admitted installing soft¬ 
ware in its diesel cars that turned on 
pollution controls when vehicles 
were being tested and switched 
them off during everyday driving. 
That made it look as if the cars met 
tough U.S. limits on harmful pollu¬ 
tants known as nitrogen oxides. In 
all, 11 million cars worldwide were 
equipped with the illegal software. 
Prosecutors said the defendants — 
all top Volkswagen managers — 
were part of a deception that started 
in 2006. Winterkorn, 71, and the oth¬ 
ers, whose names were not released, 
face 6 months to 10 years in prison if 
convicted of aggravated fraud involv¬ 
ing serious losses. — AP

— The 
white man suspected in the 
burnings of three African- 
American churches in Louisi¬ 
ana will remain in jail, denied 
bond Monday by a judge, as 
state prosecutors added new 
charges declaring the arsons a 
hate crime. 

Holden Matthews, 21, the 
son of a sheriffs deputy, en¬ 
tered his not guilty plea via 
video conference from the St. 
Landry Parish jail. The judge 
set a September trial date. 

In denying bail, state Dis¬ 
trict Judge James Doherty 
sided with law enforcement of¬ 
ficials who said they worried 


Matthews would try to flee 
the area or set more fires. 

“We felt that he was an im¬ 
mediate risk to public safety,” 
said Louisiana Fire Marshal 
Butch Browning. “In my mind, 
I felt another fire was immi¬ 
nent.” 

Testifying in court, Brown¬ 
ing outlined a litany of evi¬ 
dence, including some new de¬ 
tails of the investigation, that 
he said tied Matthews to the 
torching of the three black 
churches over 10 days. 

The fire marshal described 
cellphone records placing 
Matthews at the fire locations, 
and he said images on the 
phone showed all three 
churches burning before law 
enforcement arrived and 
showed Matthews “claiming 
responsibility” for the fires. 

Matthews, who had no previ¬ 
ous criminal record, was ar¬ 


rested Wednesday on three 
charges of arson of a religious 
building. Prosecutors filed 
documents Monday adding 
three more charges, accusing 
Matthews of violating Louisi¬ 
ana’s hate crime law, a link au¬ 
thorities had previously 
stopped short of making. 

Browning said federal offi¬ 
cials also are considering fil¬ 
ing additional federal hate 
crime and arson charges 
against Matthews. 

Matthews never spoke to the 
court during the hearing, letting 
his court-appointed lawyer 
enter the not guilty plea. His 
parents watched their son’s ap¬ 
pearance on video conference 
from the courtroom, his dad 
wringing his hands and, at one 
point, leaving the room in tears. 

The churches were empty at 
the time of the fires, and no one 
was injured.

Sanders is in the top 1% 


WASHINGTON — Vermont 
Sen. Bernie Sanders on Monday 
released 10 years of his long-an¬ 
ticipated tax returns as he cam¬ 
paigns for the 2020 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

The returns provide a more 
detailed look at Sanders’ fi¬ 
nances than when he ran for 
president in 2016. The release 
also confirms that Sanders’ in¬ 
come crossed the $1 million 
threshold in 2016 and 2017, 
though he reported less earn¬ 
ings in his most recent return. 

His 2018 return reveals that 
he and his wife, Jane, earned 
more than $550,000, including 
$133,000 in income from his 
Senate salary and $391,000 in 
sales of his book, “Our Revolu¬ 
tion: A Future to Believe In.” 

During his first presidential 
bid, Sanders released just one 
year of his tax returns despite 
primary rival Hillary Clinton 
pushing him to follow her lead 
and release multiple years of 
tax information. He declined 
to do so, disclosing only his 
tax return for 2014. Tax trans¬ 
parency has been in the spot¬ 
light as Donald Trump bucks 
decades of presidential tradi-

tion by declining to show vot¬ 
ers his tax filings and House 
Democrats seek to force him 
to turn them over. 

The filings show that 
Sanders, who throughout his ca¬ 
reer has called for an economy 
and government that works for 
everyone and not just the 1 per¬ 
cent, is among the top 1 percent 
of earners in the United States. 
According to the liberal-leaning 
Economic Policy Institute, fami¬ 
lies in the United States earning 
$421,926 or more a year are part 
of this group. 

Sanders’ status as a million¬ 


aire, which he acknowledged 
last week, was cemented in his 
2017 statement. That year, 
Sanders disclosed $1.31 million 
income, combined from his Sen¬ 
ate salary and $961,000 in book 
royalties and sales. His higher 
income in two of the three most 
recent years could potentially 
prompt questions from voters 
about his frequent criticisms of 
the influence that millionaires 
and billionaires have over the 
political process. 

In a statement accompanying 
the release, Sanders said that 
the returns show that his family 
has been “fortunate,” some¬ 
thing he is grateful for after 
growing up in a family that 
lived paycheck to paycheck. 

“I consider paying more in 
taxes as my income rose to be 
both an obligation and an invest¬ 
ment in our country. I will con¬ 
tinue to fight to make our tax 
system more progressive so 
that our country has the re¬ 
sources to guarantee the Ameri¬ 
can dream to all people,” 
Sanders, 77, added. 

Sanders and his wife dis¬ 
closed $36,300 in charitable 
contributions in 2017.

PRESIDENT TOUTS TAX CUTS 


BURNSVILLE, Minn. — 
President Donald Trump 
played up the benefits of his 
tax cuts on Monday’s tax fil¬ 
ing day in a state where he’s 
aiming to turn a narrow de¬ 
feat in the 2016 presidential 
race into a victory in his re- 
election bid next year. 

“We promised these tax cuts 
would be rocket fuel for the 
American economy, and we 
were absolutely right,” Trump 
told an audience at a trucking 
company where a red, white 
and blue banner exclaimed: 
“USA open for business.” 


“You’re got a very prosper¬ 
ous America, with low unem¬ 
ployment,” the president said 
at Nuss Truck and Equipment. 

The $1.5 trillion, 10-year pack¬ 
age of tax cuts Trump signed 
into law in 2017 helped acceler¬ 
ate economic growth in 2018 to 
a rate of 3 percent, based on the 
administration’s preferred mea¬ 
sure of comparing the fourth 
quarter of 2018 to the same pe¬ 
riod in 2017. 

The president’s focus on tax 
day served to highlight his re¬ 
fusal to release his own tax re¬ 
turns.

First units lifted 
from cooling pool 
at nuclear plant

TOKYO — The operator of 
the tsunami-wrecked Fukushima 
nuclear plant began removing 
fuel Monday from a cooling pool 
at one of three reactors that 
melted down in the 2011 disaster, 
a milestone in what will be a 
decadeslong process to decom¬ 
mission the facility. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. said 
workers started removing the 
first of 566 used and unused fuel 
units stored in the pool at Unit 3. 
The fuel units in the pool, situ¬ 
ated high up in reactor buildings, 
are intact despite the disaster, 
but the pools are not enclosed, 
so removing the units to safer 
ground is crucial to avoid disas¬ 
ter in case of another major 
earthquake similar to the one 
that caused the 2011 tsunami. 

TEPCO says the removal at 
Unit 3 will take two years, fol¬ 


lowed by the two other reactors, 
where about 1,000 fuel units re¬ 
main in the storage pools. 

Removing fuel units from the 
cooling pools comes ahead of 
the real challenge of removing 
melted fuel from inside the reac¬ 


tors, but details of how that 
might be done are still largely un¬ 
known. Removing the fuel in the 
cooling pools was delayed more 
than four years by mishaps, high 
radiation and radioactive debris 
from an explosion that occurred 


at the time of the reactor melt¬ 
downs, underscoring the difficul¬ 
ties that remain. 

Workers are remotely operat¬ 
ing a crane built underneath a 
jelly roll-shaped roof cover to 
raise the fuel from a storage rack 


in the pool and place it into a pro¬ 
tective cask. The whole process 
occurs underwater to prevent ra¬ 
diation leaks. Each cask will be 
filled with seven fuel units, then 
lifted from the pool and lowered 
to a truck that will transport the 
cask to a safer cooling pool else¬ 
where at the plant. 

The work is carried out re¬ 
motely from a control room 
about 500 meters (yards) away 
because of still-high radiation 
levels inside the reactor build¬ 
ing that houses the pool. 

“I believe everything is going 
well so far,” plant chief Tomo- 
hiko Isogai told Japanese public 
broadcaster NHK. “We will 
watch the progress at the site 
as we put safety first. Our goal 
is not to rush the process but to 
carefully proceed with the de¬ 
commissioning work.” 

Monday’s operation was to 
end after a fourth unit is placed 
into the cask, TEPCO spokes¬ 
man Takahiro Kimoto said. No 
major damage was found on the 
fuel unit Monday, but plant offi¬ 
cials will closely examine if 
there are any pinholes or irregu¬ 
larities, Kimoto said. 


DNA: 49 OFFSPRING FOR FEMILIfY DOC 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
— Martijn van Halen has 
every right to be angry at Jan 
Karbaat. The Dutch fertility 
doctor lied to his parents and 
used his own sperm to insemi¬ 
nate Van Halen’s mother. 

But, somehow, the 39-year- 
old Dutch landscape gardener 
doesn’t seem to harbor too 
much resentment. 

“Of course, what this doctor 
did isn’t great. For my parents 
and the parents of my siblings, 
it’s of course terrible,” Van 
Halen told The Associated 
Press on Monday. “They were 
lied to, and it’s the doctor who 
treated them — that’s wrong. 
But for me, I wouldn’t have 
been here without the donor.” 

The case of Dr. Karbaat, 
who died in 2017 at age 89, has 
riveted the Netherlands, due 
to its mix of unethical medical 
behavior, privacy issues, DNA 
testing, legal wrangling and 
the rights of children to know 
who their parents are. 

Last week, DNA results con¬ 
firmed that Karbaat had fa¬ 
thered at least 49 children.

higher and spread beyond the 
Netherlands, even as far as the 
United States. 

Most of the Karbaat chil¬ 
dren are adults now and many 
have children of their own.

“They’re strangers, but you 
see ... so many resem¬ 
blances. So we’ve got the same 
nose, eyes, teeth,” he said. 
“That’s really strange. It felt di¬ 
rectly as if we already knew 


each other a long time.” 

Van Halen said the doctor 
had spoken in interviews 
years ago of taking his “prod¬ 
uct” to the United States. It 
is unclear whether Karbaat 
was referring to his own 
sperm or that of other 
donors and it was not imme- 
o diately clear where in the 
o United States he visited, 
g Karbaat’s fertility clinic in 
£ the town of Barendrecht, a sub- 
\ urb of Rotterdam, was ordered 
< closed in 2009 by a Dutch gov¬ 
ernment health care agency 
due to poor administration 
and record keeping. 

Dozens of people who now 
know who their biological fa¬ 
ther is are coming to terms 
with the news. 

“We are all happy with the 
clarity and the information we 
now have, so we can get on 
with our lives,” said Joey 
Hoofdman, 32, one of the peo¬ 
ple fathered by Karbaat. 

“It is a wave of emotions. 
We are all happy we have met 
each other, but because there 
are so many, it is compli¬ 
cated,” he added. — AP 


Italy calls for cease-fire 
in Libya; UN say 146 dead 


BENGHAZI, Libya — At least 
146 people have been killed since 
a Libyan military commander 
launched an offensive on the cap¬ 
ital earlier this month, the U.N. 
said Monday, as Italy called for 
an immediate cease-fire and the 
withdrawal of his forces. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said 614 others have been 
wounded since the Field Mar¬ 
shal Khalifa Hifter’s self-styled 
Libyan National Army launched 
its offensive April 5. It did not 
specify whether those killed and 
wounded were civilians. 

The fighting pits the LNA 
against rival militias loosely affili¬ 
ated with a weak U.N.-backed 
government based in the capital, 
Tripoli. 

The U.N. says more than 
13,500 people have been dis¬ 
placed. 

The clashes threaten to ig¬ 
nite civil war on the scale of the 
2011 uprising that toppled and 
killed longtime dictator Moam- 
mar Gadhafi. The oil-rich 
North African country is split 
between rival governments in 


the east and west. 

Italy’s Prime Minister Giu¬ 
seppe Conte called for an imme¬ 
diate cease-fire and the with¬ 
drawal of Hifter’s forces, saying 
that a military campaign would 
not bring stability. 

He spoke Monday after meet¬ 
ing with Qatar’s foreign minis¬ 
ter in Rome. 

“We hope and we are work¬ 
ing with full determination to 
prevent a continuation of mili¬ 
tary hostilities,” Conte said, 
adding that he has personally 
intensified diplomatic contacts 
to reach a political solution 
under U.N. auspices. 

“We must prevent a humani¬ 
tarian crisis that would be devas¬ 
tating, not only for the obvious 
impact on our country and the 
European Union,” Conte said. 

Since 2011, Libya has become a 
major conduit for African mi¬ 
grants fleeing war and poverty 
and seeking a better life in Eu¬ 
rope. Italy and other European 
countries have provided aid to 
Libyan authorities to try and 
stem the flow of migrants. — AP

Bibi Andersson, a Swedish ac¬ 
tress whose portrayals of 
chaste schoolgirls, beguiling 
young women and tortured 
wives made her a muse and fre¬ 
quent collaborator of film¬ 
maker Ingmar Bergman, most 
notably in “The Seventh Seal,” 
“Wild Strawberries” and “Per¬ 
sona,” died Sunday in Stock¬ 
holm. She was 83. 

Her death was confirmed by 
Jan Goransson, head of media 
at the Swedish Film Institute, 
who said Andersson had been 
receiving medical treatment 
since suffering a stroke in 2009. 
Additional details were not im¬ 
mediately available. 

Easily recognizable by her 
short blond hair, button nose, 
slim figure and wide smile, An¬ 
dersson appeared in more than 
100 film and television produc¬ 
tions, often playing luminous 
characters whose warm de¬ 
meanor masked past traumas 
or intense self-doubt. 

Although she starred in Hol¬ 
lywood movies such as “I 
Never Promised You a Rose 
Garden” in the 1970s, working 
with American directors such 
as John Huston (“The Kremlin 
Letter”) and Robert Altman 
(“Quintet”), she never attained 
the spectacular success she 
found in Sweden, where 
Goransson called her “one of 
the greatest stars we ever had.” 

Andersson was the only per¬ 
former to receive four Guld-

bagge Awards (the Swedish 
equivalent of the Oscars) for 
acting, and was best known 
for her dozen films and addi¬ 
tional theatrical productions 
with Bergman, whose explo¬ 
rations of lust, loneliness and 
existential dread made him 
one of the 20th century’s most 


acclaimed filmmakers. 

Bergman employed a stock 
company that included ac¬ 
tresses Harriet Andersson, Eva 
Dahlbeck, Ingrid Thulin and 
Liv Ullmann, and he began 
working with Andersson when 
she was 15, directing her in a 
commercial for Bris soap. An¬ 
dersson played a princess who 
is introduced to the soap — its 
name means breeze — by a 
young pig farmer, whom she 
thanks with 100 kisses. 

In 1957, she starred in two of 
Bergman’s most celebrated 
movies: “The Seventh Seal,” as 
an actress and young mother 
who encounters a disillusioned 
knight from the Crusades, and 
“Wild Strawberries,” as two dif¬ 
ferent characters, both named 
Sara, who catch the eye of a 
grouchy physician (Victor 
Sjostrom). 

At about that time, Andersson 
also began a relationship with 
the director, who was then mar¬ 
ried to journalist and linguist 
Gun Grut. Andersson later told 
The New York Times that they 
were together for two years, dur¬ 
ing which she appeared in 
Bergman films such as “Brink of 
Life” (1958). She and her co-stars 
— Dahlbeck, Thulin and Barbro 
Hiort af Ornas — shared the best 
actress prize at the Cannes Film 
Festival. 

Her most acclaimed work, 
however, was “Persona,” 
Bergman’s 1966 study of iden¬ 
tity, in which she played a lo¬ 
quacious nurse who cares for a

John MacLeod, coached Knicks, led Suns to NBA Finals

PHOENIX — John MacLeod, 
the longtime NBA coach who 
led the Phoenix Suns to the 
1976 NBA Finals, has died. He 
was 81. 

MacLeod’s son, Matt, con¬ 
firmed his father’s death Sun¬ 
day to The Associated Press. 
The elder MacLeod fought 
Alzheimer’s disease for more 
than a decade. 

MacLeod is the winningest 
coach in Suns history, going 
579-543 in the regular season 
from 1973-87. He also coached 
the Dallas Mavericks from 
1987-89 and the Knicks in 
1990-91, finishing his 18-year 
head coaching career with a 


707-657 mark. 

MacLeod had his most suc¬ 
cess in Phoenix, capped by the 
1975-76 “Sundarella Suns” run to 
the NBA Finals. The Suns lost to 
Boston in six games in the finals, 
with the Celtics’ triple-overtime 
victory in Game 5 at Boston Gar¬ 
den regarded as one of the great¬ 
est games ever. 

“His passion for the game 
was matched only by his en¬ 
dearing personality, humility 
and class, a man who was loved 
by everyone that had the plea¬ 
sure of interacting with him,” 
the Suns said in a statement. 
“Coach MacLeod was a winner 
in every sense and will be 
dearly missed by our entire 
Phoenix Suns family.” 


His Phoenix teams made 
nine playoff appearances, also 
reaching the Western Confer¬ 
ence finals in 1979 and 1984. He 
had a franchise-record 37 play¬ 
off victories, and was placed in 
the Phoenix Suns Ring of 
Honor in 2012. 

MacLeod also worked as an as¬ 
sistant with Phoenix, Denver 
and Golden State, ending his 
coaching career with the War¬ 
riors in 2006. He was a college 
head coach at Oklahoma from 
1967-73 and Notre Dame from 
1991-99, with son Matt a member 
of the Fighting Irish squad in his 
father’s last two seasons. Mac¬ 
Leod starred at Providence High 
School in Clarksville, Indiana, 
and in college at Bellarmine. 


troubled stage actress who has 
gone mute. Andersson co- 
starred with Ullmann, then a 
largely unknown 26-year-old ac¬ 
tress; they had appeared to¬ 
gether in a film, and Bergman 
once said he cast them after 
watching the actresses talk to¬ 
gether on a street corner. 

Both looked somewhat alike, 
and by the end of the film their 
identities blended together, 
with their faces at one point 
overlapping in one of 
Bergman’s most famous and 
mysterious shots. 

“It has this meaning of how 
people can integrate into one 
another and how difficult it is 
to stay stable when you get 
very influenced,” Andersson 
later told the London magazine 
Time Out. “This young woman 
I play didn’t know that people 
could be evil and vicious or dif¬ 
ficult. She was living a much 
simpler life. But she got in con¬ 
tact with something unknown 
to her. It gave her a wound.” 

The movie marked the begin¬ 
ning of a long creative partner¬ 
ship between Bergman and Ull¬ 
mann, who supplanted Anders¬ 
son as the director’s leading fe¬ 
male collaborator and had a 
daughter with Bergman. 

Andersson appeared in 
Swedish movies such as “The 
Mistress” (1962), for which she 
was named best actress at the 
Berlin International Film Festi¬ 
val, and “The Girls” (1968), a fem¬ 
inist re-imagining of the ancient 
Greek comedy “Lysistrata,” di¬ 


rected by Mai Zetterling and also 
featuring Harriet Andersson and 
Gunnel Lindblom. 

She was often asked about 
her relationship with Bergman, 
whom she described as “very 
tender and very nice” on set, 
and temperamental away from 
the camera. 

“I’m not as much a medium 
for him as Liv,” she told The 
Times in 1977, referring to Ull¬ 
mann. “It doesn’t bother me, 
until everyone asks me about it, 
asks how come. It’s important 
that I begin to rely on myself, es¬ 
pecially because he and I aren’t 
so much alike.” 

“When I was 20, I struggled 
very hard for independence, but 
I didn’t know enough to be inde¬ 
pendent without having this 
sense of competition with other 
women,” she added. “I was 
around men who were too 
strong. Other women were, 
maybe, a threat. I have changed. 
I see how much we can help 
each other.” 

Andersson was born in Stock¬ 
holm on Nov. 11, 1935. She re¬ 
ceived encouragement from 
her older sister, Gerd, a ballet 
dancer, and studied acting at 
the Royal Dramatic Theatre in 
Stockholm.

Cherono sprints 
to win in Boston

BOSTON — Lawrence 
Cherono needed every bit of 
his speed to outkick two-time 
champion Lelisa Desisa in a 
sprint to the tape Monday, 
passing him just steps away 
from the finish line on Boyls- 
ton Street to win the 123rd Bos¬ 
ton Marathon in 2 hours, 7 
minutes, 57 seconds. 

Desisa, who won in 2015 and 
2013, the year the race was 
overshadowed by a bombing 
at the finish line, eased up 
after realizing he was beaten 
and finished 2 seconds back. 

Kenneth Kipkemoi was third, 
another 8 seconds behind, one 


of seven Kenyans in the top 10. 

“It was no man’s race to win,” 
said Kenyan Cherono, who had 
won in Seville, Prague, Hon¬ 
olulu and twice in Amsterdam 
but never in a major marathon 
before. “I kept on focusing. And 
at the end, I was the winner. I’m 
so grateful, so happy.” 

Scott Fauble was the top 
American male, seventh in 
2:09:09. American Jared Ward 
was eighth. 

On the women’s side, Work- 
nesh Degefa broke away from 
defending champion Des Lin¬ 
den and the rest of the pack in 
the Framingham flats and ran 
alone for the last 20 miles. 

The 28-year-old Ethiopian, 
who set a national record while 


finishing second in Dubai less 
than three months ago, won in 
2:23:31. Kenya’s Edna Kiplagat 
was second, reducing a gap of 
more than two minutes to 42 
seconds at the finish. 

American Jordan Hasay was 
third and Linden was fifth. 

“Seeing Degefa go out — you 
know her ability, you know 
what she’s done and you won¬ 
der how it translates to this 
course,” Linden said. “But when 
she starts putting down those 
super quick miles, you say ‘All 
right, this is her race to lose.’ 
She becomes the outlier and 
you let her just go and hope that 
she might come back.” 

Daniel Romanchuk, 20, be¬ 
came the youngest-ever 
men’s wheelchair champion 
in Boston, in 1:21:36 the 
fastest time ever for an Amer¬ 
ican. Manuela Schar won the 
women’s wheelchair race for 
the second time, adding it to 
her titles in Berlin, Chicago, 
New York and Tokyo.

Francesa, Kay go on attack after 
both claim victory for winter book

New York’s afternoon sports 
talk radio war erupted Monday 
with one of its most contentious 
on-air back-and-forths yet. 

In the wake of a close, compli¬ 
cated winter report, Mike 
Francesa of WFAN and 
Michael Kay of ESPN New 
York offered their own conflict¬ 
ing interpretations of the re¬ 
sults in harsh terms. 

After ESPN celebrated what 
it considered a victory in the 
quarterly book, which covered 
Jan. 3 through March 27, 
Francesa said on the air, “I have 
nothing but sadness and pity for 
you that you would actually 
claim a victory that wasn’t real.” 

Francesa called the station’s 
general manager, Tim Mc¬ 
Carthy, “the Stump Merrill of 
local radio,” and later added, 
“You’re ESPN, and you get beat 
like a rented mule for 20 years, 


it’s got to hurt.” 

McCarthy declined to re¬ 
spond to Francesa’s comments 
when asked by Newsday. But 
when Kay got wind of 
Francesa’s remarks via social 
media and a caller asked about 
them, he answered Francesa by 
saying, “Whichever metric you 
want to use here, we kick your 
[expletive].” 

He added: “We won. We cele¬ 
brated. We had cake. We had a 
little champagne. We laughed, 
because finally the peashooters 
won. You can spin it whatever 
way you want. The industry 
knows you lost this book.” 

Kay also said: “I’m going to tell 
you one thing, Mike, you’ve had 
an iconic career and now you’re 
embarrassing yourself. People in 
the industry are laughing at you 
. . . I feel pity for you. It’s 
pitiable what’s happening.” 

Data from Nielsen Audio 
showed Francesa edging Kay 
among men ages 25-54, the demo¬ 


graphic both stations focus on, if 
one includes both over-the-air 
and live streaming, which is 
WFAN’s preferred method, an 
average of 6.2 percent of the lis¬ 
tening audience to 5.9. 

Without WFAN’s stream, 
Kay had the edge, 5.9 to 5.5, but 
ESPN’s figure includes both 
over-the-air and streaming 
numbers, because unlike 
WFAN, it carries the same ads 
on both platforms. 

ESPN declines to separate 
the two, making an apples-to- 
apples comparison impossible, 
arguing that because its ads are 
the same on both and are sold 
to advertisers as one number, 
they properly should be 
counted together against 
WFAN’s over-the-air number. 

There are other aspects of 
the argument from both sides, 
because the data does not re¬ 
flect listeners/watchers on 
Kay’s TV simulcast or 
Francesa’s app, nor does it in¬ 


clude men 55 and over or any 
women at all. 

Francesa’s show does better 
than Kay’s among older men, but 
Kay’s show presumably has a 
larger audience on the YES Net¬ 
work than Francesa does on his 
app. WFAN benefits from hav¬ 
ing two stations — one AM, one 
FM — count together for its rat¬ 
ing. A fuller picture of the sta¬ 
tions’ audiences can be gleaned 
from data for all people ages 12 
and over. That number, includ¬ 
ing streaming, shows Francesa 
at 3.7 and Kay at 3.2. 

Including streaming, Fran¬ 
cesa’s show was second overall 
in the market to WBLS. Without 
Francesa’s streaming number, 
Kay was No. 2 to WBLS. 

Kay has been gaining on 
Francesa for years. The ratings 
race has generated extraordi¬ 
nary interest, as well as intri¬ 
cate strategizing. On the final 
day of the winter book, Kay had 
Francesa’s old partner, Chris 


Russo, on as a guest. 

In addition to commenting 
on ratings, Francesa said that 
WFAN management asked him 
to do an interview with former 
morning host Craig Carton last 
week after Carton was sen¬ 
tenced to 42 months in prison, 
but that Francesa refused. Car¬ 
ton went on with Kay instead. 
Said Francesa, “Those guys look 
like they have not a shred of back¬ 
bone or respect for themselves, 
because Carton destroyed them 
on that station for years.” 

Other winter ratings. Includ¬ 
ing streaming, from 6 to 10 a.m. 
Esiason and Gregg Giannotti had 
a combined 5.3 percent of the au¬ 
dience (fifth overall) to ESPN’s 
3.6, a far closer race than is cus¬ 
tomary in that time slot. From 10 
a.m. to 1 p.m., Joe Benigno and 
Evan Roberts had a 7.2 (third 
overall) to ESPN’s 2.8. From 1 
to 3 p.m., Chris Carlin, Maggie 
Gray and Bart Scott had a 6.8 
(third overall) to ESPN’s 3.1.

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QB in draft? Eli understands 



He knows Giants are 
preparing for future

Eli Manning has been paying attention. 

While he hadn’t spoken publicly since 
the end of the regular season before Mon¬ 
day, when the Giants returned for the start 
of their offseason workout program, he 
certainly heard a lot of what the organiza¬ 
tion said in the past few months. Phrases 
such as “the Kansas City model” and 
“sooner better than later” have been used 
by the general manager and head coach in 
association with the quarterbacks in the 
draft, and a co-owner said he would “love” 
for the team to have Manning’s heir in 
place heading into this season. 

So yeah, when Manning fills out his 
mock draft before next week’s real first 
round, in which the Giants have two selec¬ 
tions, he’ll have his team picking a player 
at his own position. 

“I figure the Giants will get a young 
quarterback,” Manning said on Monday. 
“I understand that. Hey, I still have to do 
my job and I’ll do my part, and my job as I 
see it is to go out there and play quarter¬ 
back and win football games. That’s what 
I’m trying to do.” 

It wasn’t until “the last month or so” 
that Manning said he even had conversa¬ 
tions with Dave Gettleman and Pat Shur- 
mur in which he was told he’d be back for 
the upcoming season. That probably was 
right around the time when he received a 
$5 million roster bonus on the fifth day of 
the league year. 

He told the Giants he wanted to be back 
and play in 2019 right after the regular sea¬ 
son ended. From there, it was up to the Gi¬ 
ants to decide if they wanted the same 
thing. They did, but with no guarantees 
for the 38-year-old quarterback in the 
final year of his contract. Manning made 
it clear that he was told he’d be “on the 


team” for 2019, not necessarily the starter. 

That his comments came on the same 
day that the Giants hosted Ohio State 
quarterback Dwayne Haskins for a pre¬ 
draft visit — one of the last of this cycle — 
only added to the drumbeat from within 
the building that an heir to Manning 
could arrive soon. 

“I’ve always felt that in the quarterback 
room, I have always had a great relation¬ 
ship with everyone,” he said. “We have 
drafted quarterbacks and have had young 
quarterbacks in there. I enjoy talking foot¬ 
ball and enjoy talking ball. Giving tips on 
coverages, protections, concepts, every¬ 


one is trying to help each other. It is an 
open conversation for everyone to get 
ideas and everyone just sticks around 
after to get on the same page. That is just 
part of being a quarterback. I have en¬ 
joyed putting in the extra effort and the 
work. Getting everyone comfortable and 
up to speed. Help young guys trying to 
learn a new offense.” 

He’s dealt with the additions of Ryan 
Nassib, Davis Webb and Kyle Lauletta in 
past drafts, but they were mid-round play¬ 
ers who never threatened to be the Gi¬ 
ants’ quarterback of the future. If the team 
selects one in the first round, it will be a 


very different dynamic for Manning in 
what already is shaping up to be a very dif¬ 
ferent season. He’s never played in the 
final year of his contract, he hasn’t had to 
compete for his starting job in the presea¬ 
son in a decade and a half, and he’s never 
really had the clock start on a transition to 
the next Giants quarterback. All of that 
could be happening soon. 

Manning is bracing for all of that in a 
very Eli Manning way. 

“I think,” he said, “you treat it the same 
as any year you come in.” 

Even when it is shaping up to be noth¬ 
ing like any of them.

Alain Vigneault will return 
to the NHL for the 2019-20 
season.

According to The Athletic, 
the Rangers have reached

The contracts are in effect 
until April 30, so the Rangers 
are not permitted to sign 
them, nor are they permitted 
to announce any agreements 
with them until May 1. 

Shestyorkin, 23, went 24-3-1 
with a 1.11 goals-against aver¬ 
age and .953 save percentage, 
both best in the league, in 28 
regular-season games for 
SKA St. Petersburg. His 10 
shutouts tied for the league 
high, and his GAA and save 
percentage ranked second in 
league history. 

Shestyorkin, a fourth-round 
draft pick in 2014, shared the 
net with former Ranger Mag¬ 
nus Hellberg for St. Peters¬ 
burg, and they also split time 
in the playoffs. 

Shestyorkin played the 
final game as St. Petersburg 


lost in seven to CSKA in the 
Western Conference finals. 
He appeared in 10 playoff 
games, compiling a 1.95 GAA 
and .904 save percentage. 

Kravtsov, 19, was the ninth 
overall pick last summer. He 
had eight goals and 13 assists 
in 50 games for Traktor 
Chelyabinsk this season and 
led all players 20 or younger 
in goals, assists and points.

Nathan MacKinnon scored 
twice in the first period and set 
up newly signed rookie Cale 
Makar’s first NHL goal in his 
debut as the Colorado 
Avalanche routed the Calgary 
Flames, 6-2, on Monday night 
in Denver to take a 2-1 lead in 
their first-round playoff series. 

Matt Nieto added a short- 
handed goal, and Mikko Ranta- 
nen and Erik Johnson also 
scored for the wild-card 
Avalanche, who built a 6-1 lead 
early in the third period and 
had 56 shots. Philipp Grubauer 
was credited with 27 saves. 

MacKinnon had two power- 
play goals. But the goal of the 
night was turned in by Makar, 
the 20-year-old defenseman 
who was signed Sunday and 
jumped into Colorado’s postsea¬ 
son lineup two days after his 
college season ended when 
Massachusetts lost in the 
Frozen Four title game. 

Makar took a drop pass from 
MacKinnon, fought off a 
Flames defender and beat 
goalie Mike Smith with a wrist 
shot — his first NHL shot — at 
16:02 of the first period. 

Hurricanes 5, Capitals 0: 
Rookie forward Warren 
Foegele had two goals and an as¬ 
sist and Petr Mrazek (18 saves) 
earned his fourth career post¬ 
season shutout in Raleigh. 

Dougie Hamilton also scored 
two goals, Brock McGinn had a 
late goal and an assist, and Jac- 
cob Slavin had two assists as 
the rapid-fire Hurricanes out- 
shot Washington 45-18 to cut 
the defending Stanley Cup 
champions’ lead to 2-1 in the 
first-round series.

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Penguins' Sidney Crosby has no goals and no assists in the first three games of first-round series. 

Sputtering Crosby thinks 
Pens still have a chance

CRANBERRY TOWNSHIP, 
Pa. — With his team’s back to 
the proverbial wall, Penguins 
captain Sidney Crosby seemed 
relatively at ease Monday. 

Yes, he’s well aware that the 
Penguins trail the Islanders 3-0 
in the teams’ Stanley Cup first- 
round playoff series. And he’s 
well aware just how long the 
odds are against the Penguins 
coming back to win the series. 

But Crosby still is one of the 
very best players in the world, 
and he is taking the position 
that his team can come back to 
win the series. 

“It’s not the position you 
want to be in, but I think, that 
being said, I’d love to be a part 
of a team that comes back from 
that,” Crosby said after the Pen¬ 
guins canceled practice and 
had meetings instead. “It just 
comes down to winning one 


and getting some momentum.” 

The Islanders and Penguins 
will play Game 4 of their series 
at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, with the Is¬ 
landers in position to advance 
to the second round. According 
to the NHL, teams that have 
taken a 3-0 lead in a best-of- 
seven series have won 186 se¬ 
ries and lost four. One of the 
teams to rally from down 0-3 
was the Islanders, who did it 
against the Penguins in a sec¬ 
ond-round series in 1975. 

The Islanders, who have won 
all nine series in which they 
have taken a 3-0 series lead, 
have been careful to downplay 
their advantage. They remained 
cautious Monday. 

“Sidney Crosby, in all of 
sports, might be one of the high¬ 
est competitors, so we know 
he’s not going to let anything go 
easy,” forward Mathew Barzal 
said. “We just have to bring the 
same intensity we have and not 
look ahead and just take it pe¬ 


riod by period. And that’s how 
we’ll win.” 

If Crosby intends to lead his 
team to an improbable come¬ 
back, it would help if he could 
find a way to provide some of¬ 
fense. He has no goals, no as¬ 
sists and a plus/minus rating of 
minus-6. 

A few Penguins players have 
overcome a 3-0 deficit in the mi¬ 
nors. In 2013, Pittsburgh’s AHL 
affiliate, the Wilkes-Barre/ 
Scranton Penguins, lost the first 
three games of their series 
against the Providence Bruins 
and rallied to win the next four. 

“I think a few of us were 
there, so we know it can be 
done,” Penguins defenseman 
Brian Dumoulin said. “Teams 
have done it before, and I think 
we still have a belief. I think the 
team that wins the series is the 
team that gets better through¬ 
out it, and if we win one, and we 
keep getting better, then it puts 
the pressure on them.”

PITTSBURGH — At about 
2:30 p.m. on Sunday, Mike 
Tirico was near the 18th green 
at Augusta, watching Tiger 
Woods win the Masters. 

At about 2:30 p.m. on Mon¬ 
day, he was checking into a 
hotel room in Pittsburgh, pre¬ 
paring to work his first career 
NHL playoff game. 

In between, he watched a 
recording of Game 3 of the Is- 
landers-Penguins series at the 
Atlanta airport, flew to New 
York, appeared on the 
“Today” show to talk golf, 
then flew here to call Game 4 
on Tuesday night for NBCSN. 

“It’s been a whirlwind, but 
it’s cool,” he said. “It’s a lot of 
fun.” 

Tirico, who grew up in 
Queens, increasingly has be¬ 
come the face of NBC Sports 
in the post-Bob Costas era. 
But he is not the face of the 
network’s hockey coverage. 
That is Mike “Doc” Emrick. 

Still, he dipped his skate 
into the hockey pond this sea¬ 
son, calling his first two 
games of any kind during the 
regular season, one in Febru¬ 
ary and one in March. The re¬ 
views generally were positive. 

Tirico said it helped to be 
surrounded by experienced an¬ 
alysts and production people, 
“but you still have to be able 
to call the game,” he said. 
“Once the game got going, I 
answered the unknown for my¬ 
self: that I could keep up with 
it and at least make it pre¬ 
sentable. 

“If I was bad, I don’t think 
they would let me do another 
game, or do a playoff game.

Tirico said he is not sure if 
he will do more games and 
has a small scheduling win¬ 
dow before horse racing’s 
Triple Crown season starts. 

“I’m happy to be among the 
group on the team to take a 
shift or two here in the play¬ 
offs,” he said. 

Tirico, 52, grew up a 
Rangers fan — “Excuse me, Is¬ 
landers fans, for that blasphe¬ 
mous term,” he said — and 
when he worked at ESPN, he 
had Hartford Whalers season 
tickets. 

But he was a teenager during 
the Islanders’ Cup years and 
said he went to many games at 
Nassau Coliseum. 

“If you wanted to give me the 
1980 Islanders on the ice tomor¬ 
row night, I’d be gold,” he said. 
“Gillies, Tonelli . . . Those 
were great, great teams.” 

Tirico will work with ana¬ 
lysts Ed Olczyk and Brian 
Boucher. When he got the as¬ 
signment, he could not have ex¬ 
pected to call an Islanders 
clincher. 

“If you said it was 3-0, you 
would have thought it would 
be Pittsburgh because of the 
offensive talent, but what [Bar¬ 
ry] Trotz has done with this 
team is ridiculous,” he said. 
“It’s great for the league and 
it’s great for the Islanders fans 
to get the Coliseum back in 
the mix and to have the team 
do this somewhat unexpect¬ 
edly. I think it’s awesome.”

PITTSBURGH — The Is¬ 
landers have a chance to sweep 
their first-round series against 
the Penguins in Tuesday night’s 
Game 4 at PPG Paints Arena. But 
they also know the Penguins 
have a chance to revive them¬ 
selves. 

“You don’t want to give the 
other team here a sniff,” Robin 
Lehner told Newsday after Mon¬ 
day’s practice at the arena. “You 
don’t want to give them life. Be¬ 
cause, man, they are good.

“You don’t want to give them 
confidence. You don’t want to 
start giving them some wind. It 
can be incredibly dangerous.

Lehner has some firsthand 
knowledge of this. In 2011, he 
was with the Binghamton Sena¬ 
tors, who fell behind Manches¬ 
ter three games to one in their 
AHL first-round series. 
Lehner’s team rallied with 
three straight overtime wins 
and went on to win the Calder 
Cup. 

“We are in a pretty good situa¬ 
tion, that’s just the fact of it,” 
Lehner said. “But you look 
around the league, you look 
around the history of the play¬ 
offs. You’re not out until you’re 
out. The dangerous thing here is 
we have to bring our best game 
of the season. We know their sea¬ 
son is on the line. They’re going 
to come out hard.” 

The Islanders positioned 
themselves for the franchise’s 
first sweep since the 1983 Stan¬ 
ley Cup Final against the Oilers 
with a 4-1 win over the Pen¬ 
guins on Sunday afternoon. 
Lehner made 25 saves and Pen¬ 
guins star Sidney Crosby was 
held without a point for the 
third straight game.

S poiler alert for the Is¬ 
landers’ media rela¬ 
tions staff: Do not let 
your coaches, players 
and especially team 
president Lou Lamoriello read 
anything past this sentence.

Now that it is just us out¬ 
siders talking ... Even for cau¬ 
tious fans determined to take 
nothing for granted, it is impos¬ 
sible not to daydream about 
what could come next while 
waiting for Game 4 on Tuesday. 

That is not only because of 
the Islanders’ 3-0 first-round se¬ 
ries lead over the Penguins. It 
is in part because of events else¬ 
where, specifically in Tampa 
and Columbus. 

The Lightning, by far the 
best team in the NHL in the reg¬ 
ular season, are on the ropes, 
trailing the Blue Jackets 3-0. 

If Columbus wins that series, 
as 186 of 190 teams have done 
when in this position, the door 
to the Stanley Cup Final out of 
the Eastern Conference will 
swing wide open. 

Aside from the Lightning, the 
conference’s other seven play¬ 
off teams were separated by 10 
points in the regular season, 
and there would be no strong fa¬ 
vorite among them. 

I am not trying to jinx this 
for Islanders fans. The Pen¬ 
guins have the talent to win 
four in a row, even if in Game 3 
they looked old, frustrated and 
increasingly disinterested. So 
feel free to fret if you wish. 

The point is that this bonus 
of a playoff season under new 
management is on the verge of 
morphing from unexpected 
pleasure to serious opportunity. 
If the Islanders and Blue Jack¬ 


ets take care of business, the 
most consequential second- 
round series in the league 
could be Islanders vs. Capitals, 
who last June won the Stanley 
Cup under Islanders coach 
Barry Trotz. 

Bookmakers seem to think 
so. Panama-based BetOnline re¬ 
leased eye-popping odds as of 
Monday, listing the Islanders at 
7-1 to win the Stanley Cup, sec¬ 
ond only among the 16 playoff 
teams to the Capitals, at 5-1. 

So this is getting real. 

First there is a game to play 
Tuesday against an opponent 
that won Cups in 2016 and 2017 
and whose power-play unit is a 
mini-All-Star team. 

That was all Trotz and his 
players wanted to talk or think 
about after practice Monday, 
which is as it should be. 

After Game 3, Cal Clutterbuck 
made a crack about the cliches 
he was about to spout about tak¬ 
ing it one game at a time, then 
proceeded to spout them. On 
Monday, he said it was no joke. 

“Cliches are cliches because 
they’re actually true,” he said. 
“If you fake it, it shows. It’s one 
thing to say the words, it’s an¬ 
other thing to try and live by 


them. I think we’re trying to em¬ 
body them.” 

His linemate, Matt Martin, 
said the Penguins “definitely” 
are a team that can storm back 
if given the chance. 

“You don’t want to give those 
guys any life; they have some of 
the best players in the world,” he 
said. “They probably have the 
best player in the world [Sidney 
Crosby], and I don’t think he’s 
going to go away quietly.” 

After Game 3, it appeared the 
Islanders were determined not 
to so much as smile once re¬ 
porters were allowed into their 
dressing room. 

On Monday, I asked captain 
Anders Lee if it was a strategy 
the players specifically dis¬ 
cussed or if it happened organi¬ 
cally. 

“I think it happens pretty or¬ 
ganically,” Lee said. “We talk 
about it, but we just put our¬ 
selves in a good position. We 
haven’t done anything yet.” 

Technically true. And that is 
what you want to hear if you 
are a fan. 

But if you are a fan, you can¬ 
not help but hear a voice in 
your head whispering about big¬ 
ger doings ahead.

76ers even it with 
a 51-point salvo 
in third quarter

PHILADELPHIA — If the 
Nets’ Game 1 victory over the 
76ers on Saturday came as a 
wake-up call, the home team cer¬ 
tainly responded to the alarm 
voiced by their angry fans in re¬ 
sounding fashion with a dominat¬ 
ing 145-123 victory in Game 2 
Monday night at Wells Fargo 
Center. A one-point game at half¬ 
time turned into a blowout of 
epic proportions when the 76ers 
clobbered the Nets with a 
51-point third-quarter barrage. 

In the third quarter, the 76ers 
shot 72.0 percent from the field 
(18-for-25), outrebounded the 
Nets 15-4, recorded 11 assists and 
had three players score in double 
figures for the period — 13 by 
Joel Embiid, 12 by Tobias Harris 
and 10 by Mike Scott. 

The series is tied 1-1 and 
moves up 1-95 to Barclays Center 
for Game 3 Thursday night. 

“They picked up their inten¬ 
sity defensively,” Nets coach 
Kenny Atkinson said. “I thought 
they did a fantastic job, got into 
us with extreme physicality, de¬ 
nied us, held us, pushed us. I 
thought we did a good job of 
kind of holding the fort in the 
first half. In the third quarter, we 
didn’t really respond. That was 
really the story of the game, that 
third quarter.” 

The Nets trailed by as many as 
13 points in the second quarter 
but fought back to tie the score at 
64 just before the end of the first 
half and trailed by one at half¬ 
time. 

Atkinson said the Nets ex¬ 
pected the 76ers to throw a hay¬ 
maker after losing the first game 
at home. The first one came in 
the second period when Embiid 
decked Nets center Jarrett Allen 
with an elbow to the chops and 
was hit with a flagrant one tech¬ 
nical that easily could have been 
elevated to a flagrant two and an 
ejection. The Nets’ Rodions Ku- 
rucs later received a flagrant one 
for a forearm to the face of Sim¬ 
mons. 

“I think [76ers coach Brett 
Brown] said before the series it 


was going to be a fistfight, and 
they threw a couple punches,” 
Atkinson said. “No comment on 
the call, but very, very physical. 
It’s a great experience for our 
guys to understand what playoff 
basketball is all about. We have 
to respond. They dominated us 
in the paint and they dominated 
us on the boards.” 

The knockout punch came at 
the outset of the third quarter 
when Embiid scored 11 points in 
a 24-4 76ers run that pushed 
their one-point lead to 89-68. 

A 23-9 burst, including 10 
points from Scott, near the end 
of the third quarter with Embiid 
and Simmons on the bench bal¬ 
looned the 76ers’ lead to 112-83, 
and it was game over. 

Embiid had 23 points and 10 re¬ 
bounds, Harris scored 19 and 
Simmons had 18 points, 10 re¬ 
bounds and 12 assists. 


Spencer Dinwiddie had 19 
points for the Nets. D’Angelo 
Russell scored 16 but had four 
turnovers. 

“They got multiple stops in a 
row, and we couldn’t stop the 
bleeding,” Russell said. “It just 
snowballed. We looked up and it 
was kind of out of reach. Give 
credit to them. They played 
hard. Their intensity was a little 
higher. We’ve got to come back 
and match it at home.” 

The 76ers also did a good de¬ 
fensive job on Joe Harris, limit¬ 
ing him to four points. “I think 
they did a good job being more 
aggressive,” he said. “Obviously, 
DLo is our focal point offen¬ 
sively. Everything really flows 
through him, and we expected 
them to be a lot more aggressive 
defensively. Ben did a really 
good job denying him and mak¬ 
ing things difficult on him.”

PHILADELPHIA — After 
losing Game 1 to the Nets, 
76ers coach Brett Brown said 
before Game 2 Monday night 
that the minutes restriction 
on center Joel Embiid because 
of pain in his left knee might 
have a profound impact on 
the first-round playoff series. 
In fact, he traced the 76ers’ 
lack of offensive cohesion in 
Game 1 to the fact that he 
played only 24 minutes. 

“I didn’t feel at all that 
there was a rhythm to how 
we have been playing,” 
Brown said. “Some of Joel’s 
lack of playing and his in¬ 
evitable lack of conditioning, 
which is connected, didn’t 
allow us to go to him as much 
as I wished.” 

Embiid had 22 points, 15 re¬ 
bounds and five blocks in 
Game 1, but he couldn’t domi¬ 
nate as much as usual be¬ 
cause of limited time. 

He had 23 points and 10 re¬ 
bounds in 21 minutes in the 
76ers’ 145-123 victory in Game 
2 . 

Explaining the process, 
Brown said before the game, 
“There’s a group of doctors, 
just a handful, in collabora¬ 
tion with Joel, that come 
back and give me the an¬ 
swer.” Asked if Embiid’s play¬ 
ing time would be about the 
same, Brown said, “That will 
be part and parcel of the infor¬ 
mation I get [from the doc¬ 
tors and Embiid].” 

By now, Brown said, he is 
numb to pregame worry 
about whether his star will be 
available because there is a 
game plan either way. He said 
the 76ers simply are trying to 
“buy time” for Embiid to get 
healthy enough to go deeper 
in the playoffs.

Luke Voit said his hope is that a 
series against the team that 
bounced the Yankees from the 
playoffs might serve as a spark. 

“Oh, for sure, [especially] after 
what happened last year,” said 
Voit, the first baseman in the 


four-game ALDS loss to the Red 
Sox. “A lot of us guys that were in 
that locker room [after Boston’s 
series-clinching Game 4 win at 
the Stadium], that left a bad taste 
in our mouth. We’re excited . . . 
it’s more fuel to the fire.” 

Aaron Judge, laughingly ac¬ 
cused of fueling the Red Sox fire 
in the ALDS by playing “New 
York, New York” on his boom¬ 
box in the bowels of Fenway 
Park after the Yankees’ Game 2 
victory — the notion that Boston 
needed some kind of extra moti¬ 


vation against the Yankees is 
silly — agreed that this series 
could serve as a springboard, but 
also took a big-picture approach. 

“We have to make a state¬ 
ment against every team,” 
Judge said. “But with the Red 
Sox coming in, they sent us 
home from the ALDS, that’s a 
tough one. But we’re going to 
be playing them a lot this year. 
So we just have to go out there, 
play our game like we know 
how and we’ll take care of it.” 

A variety of factors have led to 


the Yankees’ inability to play to 
those capabilities 15 games into 
the season. The bullpen, ex¬ 
pected to be among the best in 
baseball, has been an overall dis¬ 
appointment. They have hit 
their share of homers — the Yan¬ 
kees entered Monday ranked 
third in the American League 
with 26 — but have been too eas¬ 
ily shut down at times. Starting 
pitchers James Paxton and J.A. 
Happ have struggled. 

Relating to the above difficul¬ 
ties, of course, are the injuries 
that have plagued the team since 
spring training. Pundits, players, 
fans, management, etc. can say 
“injuries aren’t an excuse” until 
they’re blue in the face, but if the 
Yankees have to spend too much 
of the season sending up a lineup 
m that doesn’t include Giancarlo 
| Stanton, Gary Sanchez and 
| Aaron Hicks, to name just three 

2 of the injured, and features the 
9 7-9 hitters it did on Sunday — 
s Gio Urshela, Kyle Higashioka 
a and Mike Tauchman — that does 

not bode well for success. 

3 Regardless of the circum¬ 
stances, Boone said he hasn’t 
seen a difference in confidence 
in the clubhouse. 

“We walk in that room with 
high expectations, and that 
hasn’t wavered,” he said. “We 
have to keep grinding away 
right now when it’s a little bit 
difficult and we’re dealing with 
some adversity, but I feel like 
from a mindset stand point, the 
guys are in a good place and 
the expectation is that we’re 
going to come and beat you 
down every day.

Mechanical flaw in deGrom’s delivery fixed

PHILADELPHIA — Jacob de- 
Grom is fixed, the Mets think. 

He never was actually broken, 
really, but when you’re the Na¬ 
tional League Cy Young Award 
winner, consecutive mediocre 
starts are enough to raise ques¬ 
tions. 

After lasting only five innings 
Sunday against the Braves, de- 
Grom delved into the video for 
45 minutes, manager Mickey 
Callaway said. DeGrom typically 


doesn’t like to analyze his me¬ 
chanics in that way. 

This time, they think a sim¬ 
ple mechanical fix will get the 
righthanded ace back to his reg¬ 
ular self. “He could feel what I 
saw,” pitching coach Dave Ei- 
land said. 

As Eiland described it, de- 
Grom has been pushing off the 
rubber toward home plate a tad 
too soon, which meant his arm 
wasn’t in the proper position. 

“That was making him cut 
his fastball at times,” Eiland 
said. “His slider was flat. He 


didn’t have the depth to his 
changeup because he wasn’t 
getting to his arm slot. 

“Very similar to what was 
going on with Zack. When 
those guys get off, their issues 
are very, very similar. Because 
their arm slot is similar, deliv¬ 
ery is similar.” 

DeGrom tested the fix Mon¬ 
day afternoon at Citizens Bank 
Park during what Eiland called 
“basically a glorified catch off 
the mound, going through his 
delivery, and got everything 
back in the right places.” 


Also worth noting: DeGrom 
was sick part of last week, inter¬ 
fering with the quality of his be- 
tween-starts workload. 

“He wasn’t getting much out 
of it,” Eiland said. “I’m not 
using that as an excuse.” 

DeGrom (3.68 ERA, 1.27 
WHIP) will pitch Friday 
against the Cardinals in St. 
Louis. 

“We got everything back in 
the right spot,” Eiland said. “I 
look for him to be much more 
Jacob deGrom-like in his next 
start.” 


■ A question at third 

Even when Todd Frazier re¬ 
turns from his strained left 
oblique, the Mets won’t have a 
named starting third baseman, 
Callaway said. 

Instead, the Mets will use 
some mixture of Jeff McNeil, 
J.D. Davis and Frazier, the 
starter last year. He still is on a 
rehab assignment with ad¬ 
vanced Class A St. Lucie. 

“We’ll pick spots where we 
maximize everybody’s ability 
to help us win on a daily basis,” 
Callaway said.

Diaz fans side in 
11th to put end to 
4 1 /2-hourgame

PHILADELPHIA — If Mon¬ 
day night was a representative 
preview of what the Mets- 
Phillies season series will be like 
— and more significantly, what 
the NL East competition is going 
to be like — then make sure to 
rest up when you can and have 
plenty of snacks ready. 

The Mets beat the Phillies, 7-6, 
in an 11-inning game that took 4 
hours, 29 minutes. And despite 
getting a tad defensive at all of 
the questions about his bullpen 
management and other deci¬ 
sions, Mickey Callaway was 
pleased that his first-place Mets 
(10-6) ended up with a win. 

“We got away with some 
stuff,” Callaway said. “We 
walked a pitcher and gave up a 
few runs. We popped up off the 
bag and put ourselves in a bind 
there. We walked three guys 
and walked a run in. But we 
still came out with a win, and 
that says a lot.” 

Rhys Hoskins gifted the Mets 
the winning run when Michael 
Conforto’s grounder to first de¬ 
flected off his glove to second 
baseman Cesar Hernandez, 
who threw it into the ground. 
Juan Lagares scored from sec¬ 
ond on Hoskins’ error. 

Callaway refrained from 
using his best reliever, closer 
Edwin Diaz, in several critical 
moments, including the 
eighth, when Jeurys Familia 
and Robert Gsellman com¬ 
bined to walk in the tying run. 
That wound up working out 
when Diaz handled the bot¬ 
tom of the 11th, striking out 
Bryce Harper, Hoskins and J.T. 
Realmuto to end it. 

Saving Diaz for that specific 
spot resulted in Callaway re¬ 
vealing three rules for using 
Diaz: 

■ Diaz will not pitch more than 
an inning, at least not before 
the playoffs. General manager 
Brodie Van Wagenen said Mets 
decision-makers came to this 
conclusion based on Diaz’s per¬ 
formance last year, though it’s

not clear how much input Diaz 
had. This is a significant depar¬ 
ture from Callaway’s philoso¬ 
phy last season, when he 


brought Familia into a save situ¬ 
ation in the eighth inning three 
times by April 16. 

“As we manage [Diaz’s] work¬ 
load early in the year, that’s 
going to be how we put all of us 
in a position to succeed,” Van 
Wagenen said. 

Said Callaway: “This year is 
different. We have different per¬ 
sonnel.” 

Diaz said: “[Callaway is] the 
manager. I would do whatever 
he wants. I will be ready every 
time when they need me. If 
they want to pitch me three or 
more outs, I’ll be ready. If they 


want to pitch me one inning, I’ll 
be ready.” 

■ Diaz will not pitch before the 
ninth, even if it’s the game’s big¬ 
gest spot. “We could have 
brought Diaz in for one out and 
then not had anybody to save 
the game,” Callaway said. 

■ Diaz will not pitch in a tie 
game on the road. Callaway 
said he was ready to bring in 
Drew Gagnon, a 28-year-old 
called up from Triple-A Syra¬ 
cuse hours before the game, to 
face Philadelphia’s best hitters 
if the Mets had not taken the 
lead in the top of the 11th. Diaz 


will be saved for save situa¬ 
tions. “It’s just something I feel 
strongly about,” Callaway said. 

The late drama turned every¬ 
thing else into a footnote. 

Jeff McNeil (3-for-5, .404) 
switched from leftfield to third 
base midgame, then made two 
diving plays that “probably 
saved us the game,” Callaway 
said.

PHILADELPHIA 
or one night, it proba¬ 
bly doesn’t matter all 
that much that the 
Mets needed 11 in¬ 
nings Monday to beat 
the Phillies when nine should 
have sufficed, recording a 7-6 
victory that took an excruciat¬ 
ing 4 hours and 29 minutes to 
complete at Citizens Bank Park. 

They won, right? 

But how the Mets got to the 
finish line in this mid-April game 
is a bit more confounding in the 
big picture. There are 146 games 
left, and Mickey Callaway ap¬ 
pears to be operating by a book 
that, over time, has more poten¬ 
tial for head-scratching losses 
than consistent winning. 

Of course, it’s not just Call¬ 
away. Shortly after he spent 
more than 10 minutes being 
grilled on his bullpen usage — 
primarily Edwin Diaz’s inflexible 
three-out leash — Brodie Van 
Wagenen stepped up to defend 
his manager. 

This was a highly unusual 
event. It’s typically a very rare oc¬ 
currence for a general manager 
to hold court with the media in 
the clubhouse after a game — es¬ 
pecially a win. That’s more for se¬ 
rious injuries, a roster move or 
maybe to chime in about a con¬ 
troversial umpiring decision. 

Otherwise, it’s the manager’s 
show. But at some point, there 
must have been a debriefing be¬ 
tween the two, prompting Van 
Wagenen to speak on the matter. 

The primary issue was Call¬ 
away’s statement that Diaz, one 
of the game’s elite closers, is 
going to be used for only three 
outs. End of story. 

The question came up be¬ 
cause Callaway had the perfect 
opportunity to call on Diaz to res¬ 
cue a totally ineffective Jeurys Fa- 
milia with two outs in the eighth. 
The Mets were clinging to a 6-5 
lead but the bases were loaded, 


and Diaz was undeniably the 
best bullpen weapon available. 

Getting four outs hardly is a 
Herculean feat for a closer, but 
Callaway didn’t even consider 
him. He went with Robert Gsell- 
man and was rewarded with a 
four-pitch walk to Jean Segura 
that tied the score. 

As maddening as that se¬ 
quence was for Mets fans, Call¬ 
away was unapologetic after¬ 
ward. Truth is, he would do it 
again, and will continue to do so, 
according to the Mets’ policy re¬ 
garding Diaz. 

The closer is only 25 years old, 
not 35. Saving bullets is one 
thing. But if Diaz is used intelli¬ 
gently and the Mets are mindful 
of his health, there’s no reason 
he can’t be deployed in special 
situations like this one. 

“He’s not going to get four 


outs,” Callaway said. “He’s going 
to get three.” 

And why is that, exactly? 

“It’s just something we don’t 
feel like we need to do at this 
point,” he said. “When we get to 
the playoffs, he’ll be available for 
more than three outs. But we 
have faith in our other guys. 
They’ve got to get the job done.” 

But if Diaz can’t be used in the 
most crucial spots late in games, 
that’s an issue, particularly when 
Familia — Callaway’s rubber- 
stamped eighth-inning guy — 
looks lost. The Mets’ bullpen en¬ 
tered Monday with a 7.46 ERA 
for this month, and Familia had 
an 11.25 ERA in his previous four 
appearances. Here’s how his 
eighth inning went: single, walk, 
miracle double-play grounder 
(106.5 mph exit velo), walk, walk. 
If not for Jeff McNeil’s brilliant 


diving stop, the Mets would have 
lost this game, and deservedly so 
because of Familia. 

“We don’t work in absolutes in 
terms of identifying when play¬ 
ers are going to pitch solely or ex¬ 
clusively,” Van Wagenen said. 
“But at the same point, we have a 
plan and we’re going to try to 
stick to it as best we can.” 

That plan wasn’t the reason 
for the Mets’ victory Monday 
night. As far as the bullpen is con¬ 
cerned, they got lucky. And with 
the Phillies’ powerful lineup, 
they’re not going to get many sec¬ 
ond and third chances, as they 
did in this series opener. It’s why 
teams use their best relievers in 
the highest-leverage spots. 

Relievers such as Diaz, who ev¬ 
eryone now knows won’t be 
used in them if that spot requires 
four outs.

Making it, 

Singer-songwriter JD Leonard 
gets new album and top billing

S inger-songwriter JD 

Leonard is about to go to 
work, but first he needs to 
make some moves to fur¬ 
ther his career. 

“It’s important everything be 
done by April 17,” says Leonard, 37, 
of Medford, who is on his cellphone 
in a Patchogue parking lot with a 
music distribution company. “Will I 
be getting an email to finalize every¬ 
thing or should I check back in a 
week?” 

April 17 is a big date for Leonard 
— he’s releasing his new indie solo 
record, “Just Drive: The Album” 
and headlining at My Father’s Place 
in Roslyn. But right now, it’s time to 
get back to work. 

HAPPY HOUR CALLS 

Friday night happy hour is getting 
started at the BrickHouse Brewery 
in Patchogue. Leonard’s the guy 
playing cover songs on the acoustic 
guitar, from Van Morrison and 
Prince to Eminem and Billy Joel, 
over the noisy din of drinks and 
end-of-the-week socializing. 

“I feed off the crowd,” he says. 
“My attitude is — you tell me what 
to play and that exchange becomes 
fun.” 

Leonard’s a full-time musician 
who gigs more than 20 days per 
month at places like the Tap Room 
in Massapequa Park, Drift 82 in 
Patchogue and Treme in Islip. 

These events are Leonard’s main 
source of income, but not his main 
musical outlet. Every once in 
awhile, Leonard sneaks an original 
into his set, giving people a taste of 
his own music — Americana blend¬ 
ing country, rock and soul. 

“I’ve been doing this for a long 
time,” says Leonard, who has been 
playing around Long Island for 
more than 10 years. “There’s been 
good times and bad, ups and downs, 
but I still get to play music for a 
living and that’s a blessing.” 

On this night Danielle Goff, 32, of 
Brentwood, who frequently comes 
to see Leonard, calls out for an

original tune, “And Justice for All,” 
which is off the upcoming album. “I 
know I’m seeing him before his 
career explodes and that makes me 
proud,” she says. “I feel like I’m on 
the inside before he becomes a 
megastar.” 

Matt Haszinger, 32, of Copiague 
has been a fan for 10 years — 
Leonard even played at his wedding 
two years ago. “To this day, my 
friends still say it was the best 
wedding they’ve ever been to,” 
Haszinger says. “I’ve been a fan 
from the first time I saw him.” 

MUSICAL DUALITY 

Leonard divides his time up 
carefully to make the maximum use 
of each day. 

“My whole livelihood relies upon 
my work ethic. You have to learn to 
balance this lifestyle,” Leonard says. 
“I use the beginning of the week to 
allocate time to my solo career and 
I keep the later part of the week for 
the gigs that pay the bills.” 

His busy season is coming — 
summer — when he might play 
three different spots in the same 
day. 

“I’ll play a gig at Smith Point

Beach in Shirley on a Saturday from 1 
to 4 p.m. then pack up by 4:20 p.m. and 
head to Venetian Shores Beach in 
Lindenhurst where I’ll play 5:30 to 9:30 
p.m.,” Leonard says. “I’ll pack up again 
and knock out a 10 p.m. to 1 a.m. set at 
Shandon Court in East Islip or even 
head into Manhattan for a late 
night/early morning gig from 1 to 4 
a.m. at the Red Lion on Bleecker 
Street. Get home, sleep a bit then be at 
the next gig at noon the following day.” 

It doesn’t stop there. Leonard also 
plays in a local Eagles tribute band, 
The Fast Lane, teaches private guitar 
lessons and recently served as a 
music supervisor on the indie film 
“Rich Boy, Rich Girl.” 

“I’ve played funerals, birthday 
parties, weddings, corporate events, 
bar and bat mitzvahs, radio commer¬ 
cials, jingles, TV themes, gas station 


openings, dinner cruises — you name 
it,” he says. “It’s all part of the pie.” 

Leonard’s original material caught 
the ear of Billy Joel’s guitarist-musical 
director Tommy Byrnes, who grew up 
in Lynbrook. 

“I loved his voice and thought his 
songs were fantastic. He deserves a 
shot,” says Byrnes, who joined 
Leonard’s solo band on guitar and 
secured some investors to help fi¬ 
nance his album. “He has arena in¬ 
stincts. I can see him on a much big¬ 
ger stage.” 

Leonard recorded in Nashville, 
Tennessee, at Rascal Flatts’ studio, 
The Grip, with producer David Huff, 
who has worked on records with 
Kenny Chesney, Rascal Flatts, Lady 
Antebellum, Thomas Rhett, Faith Hill 
and Martina McBride. “His songs 
have the potential to be hits,” Huff 


says. “The title track, ‘Just Drive’ is so 
strong. It’s such a commercial tune.” 

OPENER TO HEADLINER 

He’s opened for Michael McDonald 
at The Paramount in Huntington and 
Air Supply at NYCB Theatre at West- 
bury. Now, Leonard and his solo band 
are preparing to take the spotlight at 
My Father’s Place, which will serve as 
his album release party. 

“We are looking forward to his 
show,” says Michael “Eppy” Epstein, 
owner of My Father’s Place. “JD’s 
songs are very sophisticated. He has 
all the elements needed to be success¬ 
ful.” 

But Leonard has many gigs to go 
before he can focus on his own music. 
He arrives at Repeal in Garden City 
on a lazy Sunday afternoon for a duo 
show with Brother Dave Likhtiger, 40, 


of Manhasset. 

“This is a more chill, low-key 
gig,” Leonard says. “If you want to 
be a working musician who plays 
enough to make a living, you have 
to know how to adapt. The vibe 
changes significantly from Friday 
night to Sunday afternoon.” 

The place is pretty empty, save 
for a few people watching basket¬ 
ball at the bar while others are 
enjoying a quiet lunch in the back¬ 
ground. By the end of his first set, 
the pub fills up, people are making 
requests and diners are shooting 
video clips of him performing. 

“Passion and authenticity is 
infectious — it’s everything to me,” 
Leonard says. “As long as I can be 
authentic and my passion comes 
through, then I think I’m doing a 
good job.”

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Dog grieving another needs attention

Whenever we go out and 
leave him alone, he howls, cries, 
barks and runs all around the 
house. We have tried everything 
from medication and day camp to 
a cuddle pup with a heartbeat 
wearing a T-shirt of my deceased 
dog. When I brought him home 
from the day camp, he had diar¬ 
rhea for days. We brought him to 
our vet. She explained he wasn't 
sick but stressed. We know what 
he's going through, because we 
installed a video cam to keep an 
eye on him. My sweet Lhasa apso 
has been gone since November 
and we are at a loss as to how to 
help the Havanese. We are at a 
stage in our life where we can't 
consider adopting another dog. 
Any suggestions would be much 


appreciated.

A I am sorry for your loss. 

It’s never easy losing an 
animal companion. It’s also 
never easy comforting a pet 
left behind that is grieving 
over a lost friend. 

While it sounds like your 
dog would definitely benefit 
from having a new canine 
companion in the home, I 
understand that’s not an op¬ 
tion for some people. 

He is definitely grieving as 
well as suffering from separa¬ 
tion anxiety. Are you able to 
walk him more frequently? 
Exercise can help him rest 
better when you’re not at 
home. Can you buy him some 
puzzle toys to play with for 
when you’re away from the 
house? Mental activity can 
take his mind off his loneli¬ 
ness. 

If the day camp was a no-go 
(good idea, by the way), is he 
a good candidate for the dog 
park? He might just need you 


to be with him when he is 
meeting other dogs. 

Your vet may be able to 
prescribe some anxiety medi¬ 
cation for some temporary 
relief, but I suggest first trying 
canine pheromones, which 
have a calming effect on dogs. 
They are available at the pet 
store as a spray, wipe, plug-in 
or collar. Try the collar for 
him and use the spray on his 
bed and other areas in the 
home where he hangs out. 

There is also a CD called 
“Through a Dog’s Ear: Using 
Sound to Improve the Health 
& Behavior of Your Canine 
Companion,” which you can 
leave on when you leave 
home. According to the cre¬ 
ators of this music, clinical 
trials showed this specially 
curated soundtrack helped 
calm dogs up to 85 percent of 
the time. 

Finally, get an Anxiety Wrap 
or Thundershirt for him to 
wear all the time. It feels like a 
big hug and may help him feel 
more secure during this transi¬ 
tion period. 


Q We are moving from Bridge- 
hampton to Wisconsin and 
want to take our three feral cats, 
who now live in our barn. They 
have been neutered and vacci¬ 
nated ever since they appeared 
on our doorstep two years ago. 
They show up promptly at night 
for dinner but are extremely wary 
of people. They will come close 
but resist contact. We have a 
large secure shed to contain 
them temporarily after we move, 
but other than capturing them 
and driving them out there, I am 
at a loss as to how to make this 
as easy as possible for them, and 
us. Our local animal shelter was 
not very useful, so I am hoping 
you will be able to recommend a 
cat transition expert who can 
help.

A Relocating feral cats can 
be challenging, and be¬ 


cause it’s not often done, there 
is not a lot of information on 
it. I don’t know of a cat transi¬ 
tion expert for feral cats, but I 
can offer you some sugges¬ 
tions. 

Recognize this may be some¬ 
what stressful for all of you. If 
they don’t allow you to touch 
them, you may find it difficult 
to get them into cat carriers 
for the trip. A few weeks 
before, start feeding them in 
the cat carriers so they get 
used to them. 

While your vet may pre¬ 
scribe a sedative that you can 
crush in their food for the 
drive, the routine at the hotel 
room may be challenging. Use 
a feline pheromone spray in 
the car and the hotel room to 
calm them. Also, make sure 
the cats can’t escape under 
the bed or behind a dresser 
before letting them out in the 
room.

M eet Grady, a 
spiky-haired 
miracle baby 
who could help 
children with 
cancer grow up to become 
parents. 

This gregarious macaque 
enjoys snacking on nuts and 
catapulting herself off a 
bouncy-ball twice her size. 

In most respects, she is a 
normal infant monkey — 
which makes the circum¬ 
stances of her birth all the 
more remarkable. 

Grady’s father was 
subjected to chemotherapy 
when he was just 3 years old. 
The treatment sometimes 
causes infertility, so patients 
who receive it when they are 
too young to bank a sperm 
sample or freeze their eggs 
are often unable to have 
biological children. 

But before Grady’s father 
got his chemo, researchers 
removed one of his testicles 
and stored the tissue on ice. 
After he reached puberty, 
the tissue samples were 
implanted under his skin, 
where they grew large 
enough to make sperm. 

Then all it took to produce 
Grady was standard in vitro 
fertilization, according to a 
study published recently in 
the journal Science. 

Scientists are optimistic 
that the same approach 
could one day help young 
boys who undergo 
aggressive cancer treatments 
become fathers as well. 

'A TURNING POINT' 

“The parents of a 10-year- 
old boy will often ask me 
what I can do for their kid, 
and until now, the answer is: 
nothing,” said Dr. Jesse Mills, 
a reproductive surgeon at 
UCLA who treats male 
infertility and was not 
involved in the research. 

“So for me, this research is 
not a steppingstone — it’s a 
turning point. It’s going to 
reframe the conversation 


about a fulfilled life for kids 
after the cure.” 

When an adult man is 
diagnosed with cancer, he can 
freeze his sperm before start¬ 
ing chemotherapy or radia¬ 
tion treatment and use it later 
in standard fertility treat¬ 
ments. But patients who have 
not yet reached puberty don’t 
have that option — they aren’t 
yet producing sperm. 

Researchers estimate that 
about 30 percent of child¬ 
hood cancer survivors will 
be infertile as adults. As the 
survival rate for childhood 
cancer increases, so does the 
number of former patients 
who can’t reproduce. 

“This is a fairly new prob¬ 
lem,” said Susan Taymans 
McClure, who oversees fertil¬ 
ity preservation work at the 
National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment, which is part of the 
National Institutes of Health. 
“In the past, kids weren’t 
surviving cancer. Now, we can 
look past the baseline of, ‘Do 
you even live through it?’ and 


think about their quality of life 
down the road.” 

In the new study, re¬ 
searchers set out to demon¬ 
strate that the childhood 
precursor to sperm — called 
spermatogonial stem cells — 
could be preserved as effec¬ 
tively as sperm itself. 

The team, led by Kyle 
Orwig, a reproductive 
biologist at the University of 
Pittsburgh School of 
Medicine, removed one 
testis from five prepubertal 
macaques. Team members 
cut the tissue into small 
pieces — between 9 and 20 
cubic millimeters — and 
froze it for about five 
months. 

SIMULATED PATIENTS 

The monkeys didn’t have 
cancer, but their chemother¬ 
apy treatment simulated the 
experience of real cancer 
patients. Then the scientists 
thawed the preserved tissue 
samples and implanted them 
under the skin. Each monkey 
received grafts of his own 


tissue, both on his back and 
in his scrotum. 

All testicular tissue sites 
matured into large lumps and 
produced sperm over the 
course of a year. Orwig’s 
colleagues collected enough 
sperm from the once-frozen 
grafts to fertilize more than 
130 macaque eggs. They 
transferred 11 embryos into six 
female monkeys, one of which 
had a successful pregnancy 
and gave birth to Grady. 

If the success in Pittsburgh 
can be repeated in other labs, 
human testing would “abso¬ 
lutely be the next logical step,” 
said Mills of UCLA. Human 
trials could be fairly noninva- 
sive, using a small biopsy of just 
one quarter of a testicle, he said. 

“If I were a parent of a pre- 
pubescent child facing this 
diagnosis, I would be pretty 
quick to volunteer for some¬ 
thing of this nature, to give him 
that possibility of fatherhood 
in the future,” he said. “That’s 
something I wish I could offer 
these men that I’m now seeing 
at 30 or 35 years old.” 
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CDC: Fentanyl deaths among blacks spike

T he synthetic opioid fentanyl has been 
driving up the rate of fatal drug over¬ 
doses across racial and social lines in the 
United States, with the sharpest increase 
among blacks, according to a new analysis 
by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

The death rate among blacks from 
fentanyl-involved drug overdoses rose 141 
percent each year, on average, from 2011 
to 2016, the study showed, with a 
particularly dramatic spike starting in 
2014. The death rate for Hispanics rose 
118 percent in that period every year on 
average, and 61 percent for non-Hispanic 
whites. The CDC did not have reliable data 
on Asian-Americans and American 
Indians. 

Overdoses related to fentanyl — which 
is often mixed with heroin, cocaine and 
other drugs — remain more common 
among non-Hispanic whites, about 7.7 
deaths per 100,000 annually, compared 
with a death rate of 5.6 for blacks and 2.5 


for Hispanics. But the report's lead author, 
Merianne Rose Spencer, a health 
statistician for the CDC's Center for Health 
Statistics, pointed to the change in death 
rates as the most significant revelation. 

The report provides a reminder that deadly 
opioids are increasingly taking the lives of 
urban drug users. Fentanyl is a factor in the 
recent rise in death rates across U.S. demo¬ 
graphic groups and the drop in life ex¬ 
pectancy. "We're seeing it across the board,'' 
said Robert Anderson, chief of the CDC's 
mortality statistics branch. The report shows 
that men and women had about the same 
death rate from fentanyl in the first three 
years of the study. Both sexes showed in¬ 
creases in the following three years, from 
2014 through 2016, but the male death rate 
spiked to 8.6 per 100,000 compared with 3.1 
for women. 

The opioid epidemic has roots in over¬ 
prescription of powerful painkillers, such as 
oxycodone, and an underappreciation of 
their addictive potential. Earlier this 
decade, after the crackdown on illicit 
clinics known as pill mills, many people 


who were addicted to prescription drugs 
switched to heroin, and overdoses surged 
in many communities. Then, synthetic 
fentanyl, which is 50 times more potent 
than heroin, flooded the country from 
Mexico and China, often delivered by U.S. 
mail. A Washington Post investigation 
published recently revealed that the govern¬ 
ment was slow to recognize the cata¬ 
strophic potential of the newly arriving 
fentanyl and didn't heed calls for the 
declaration of a national emergency. 

Fentanyl "came on with a vengeance/' 
Sen. Rob Portman (R-Ohio) said in an 
interview recently. "We were making 
progress, starting to get this stuff in the 
right direction, and the fentanyl just over¬ 
whelmed the systems.'' 

The report represents the first time the 
CDC has managed to isolate the role of 
fentanyl in the drug epidemic, which is killing 
about 70,000 Americans a year. A separate 
CDC report tracking monthly changes in the 
number of overdose deaths from all drugs, 
shows that the death rate has stabilized for 
the past year and a half.

small. “I feel satisfied even with 
the small portions. I don’t feel 
deprived, and I can eat any type of 
food.” Down a total of 130 pounds, 
Sasek says she’s never been this 
happy.

HER DIET 

Sasek has coffee at home and 
then oatmeal or breakfast cereal 
when she gets to work. The most 
important instruction to follow is 
to eat the protein in her meal 
before anything else. “It fills me 
up quicker and keeps me full 
longer,” she says. Lunch can be 
tuna salad with some crackers or a 
salad from Panera (eating the 
chicken or hard-boiled eggs first). 
She says she loves sushi and usu¬ 
ally eats two pieces and then only 
the fish from the rest of the roll. If 
she’s craving something sweet, 
she’ll eat a piece of candy or 
chocolate. Popcorn is one of her 
favorite snacks. “It’s all about 
portion size and not letting your¬ 
self go overboard,” Sasek says. 

HER EXERCISE 

Sasek doesn’t exercise much but 
plans to start bike riding with the 
good weather coming. “I enjoyed 
it when I was overweight, so I 
think I’ll enjoy it even more now. 
Plus, my job is very active. I’m 
constantly running after 3- and 
4-year-olds,” Sasek says. 

HER ADVICE 

“I would tell anyone interested 
to explore surgery options. Realize 
that it comes with a lot of life 
changes. It’s not the easy way out. 
It’s hard. But I don’t regret it at all. 
I would do it again in a minute.”

HER STORY 

It was during Stephanie Sasek’s 
middle school years that her pedia¬ 
trician officially declared her 
overweight. She was referred to a 
pediatric nutritionist, and that was 
the beginning of a lifetime of 
battling weight. “I’ve tried every 
weight loss program out there — 
fad diets, Weight Watchers, Jenny 
Craig, Atkins. They worked but 
nothing ever stuck,” Sasek says. 

In 2017, she told her mother how 
unhappy she was with her weight. 
Her mother asked if she would 
consider surgery. “I had thought 
about it and knew a few people 
who did it, but I never went fur¬ 
ther.” That soon changed. “I did so 
much research,” Sasek says. By the 
time she met with a doctor, she 
says, she “knew the good news 
and the bad news.” Gastric sleeve 
surgery was decided on, and Sasek 
got medical clearance from a 
variety of doctors. In total, it was 
nine months between her first 


interview and the surgery. 

“I was lucky. My recovery was 
easy. I was up and walking within 
45 minutes of recovery,” Sasek 
says. She was on liquids two 
weeks before surgery and two 
weeks after. The following two 
weeks she ate soft foods and pro¬ 
tein shakes. She started adjusting 
to regular food at week five. 

Sasek says her experience was 
very good but cautions others that 
with the surgery come lifestyle 
changes. She says she can’t drink 
liquids while eating food. A 
30-minute wait is required, and 
drinking with a straw is also not 
allowed. Her portions are very

K nown for acting in 
such movies as “It’s 
Complicated” and 
“Home Again,” Lake 
Bell has wanted a 
greater creative hand in her 
projects. 

She has that with “Bless This 
Mess,” an ABC comedy pre¬ 
miering Tuesday at 9:30 p.m. A 
creator and executive producer 
of the show along with Eliza¬ 
beth Meriwether (“New Girl,” 
“Single Parents”), Bell also 
directed the debut episode 
teaming her and Dax Shepard 
(“Parenthood”) as newlyweds 
who leave New York for 
Nebraska — where the 
challenges are more than they 
anticipated. Ed Begley Jr. and 
action-movie icon Pam Grier 
(“Jackie Brown”) are among 
the co-stars. 

“The concept that we were 
excited about in making the 
show,” Bell explains, “was this 
incredible Zeitgeist and love 
and wonder of the simpler life, 


and what that really is. I am 
from New York, and I abso¬ 
lutely, unabashedly have this 
dream to move to a farm. It’s 
so vastly different, and I think 
it really satiates that craving of 
land. And the dream, the ro¬ 
mance, is of owning your own 
piece of dirt.” 

Shepard also doubles as a 
star and executive producer of 
“Bless This Mess,” and he says 
he relates to his character 
having to deal with the fixer- 
upper he and his wife newly 
own. 

“It was a big blow to my ego 
to not be able to wield the 
hammer like a pro in this,” 
muses Shepard, the husband of 
“The Good Place’s” Kristen 
Bell (no relation to Lake). “The 
first time I bought a house in 
L.A., I [had it] renovated right 
before I moved in. There was a 
period where they said it 
would be done, and I had 
scheduled to move in; of 
course, it was not done, but I 
moved in anyway.” Shepard 
adds that he witnessed a fight 
between two of the workmen: 


“That’s a bad remodeling 
story.” 

Also in the voice cast of the 
recent Oscar winner “Spider- 
Man: Into the Spider-Verse,” 
Lake Bell wrote, directed and 
starred in the comedies “In a 
World ...” (2013) and “I Do 
. . . Until I Don’t” (2017). She 
reasons that in multitasking 
similarly on a television series, 
“You’re utilizing the same 
muscles. Dax is also a writer, 
director and actor, so I feel like 
there was definitely some 
camaraderie there. 

“As long as we’re all on the 
same team and it is about 
creating the same project 
together and feeling like we’re 
all tonally on the same page, 
that makes it a lot easier,” Bell 
notes. “That said, this was 
interesting because of working 
with different companies and 
having a creative teammate 
throughout. Liz [Meriwether] 
and I were friends before we 
started this; I think that added 
to it being a truly different but 
enjoyable experience. So, I 
wasn’t solely there.”
